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RUMANIANS MASSACRE 
JEWS 


Terrible Pogroms in the 
Ukraine 


HUNGER, SLAVERY, & DEATH 


Almost one-third of the entire Jewish population of the 
province of Bessarabia was exterminated im the course of 
the fierce Rumanian-Soviet fighting and the savage pogroms 
which followed the Rumanian reconquest of the province. 

In Kishinetl, no Jews are now allowed to hold any employ- 
ment, and the Jewish population ts being left to dic of starva- 
tion. Hunger is so rife among the Jews that young girls have 
sold themselves for a pyece of bread 

Ihe carnage among the Jews in the Ukrainian towns and 
villages which also fell to the Rumanians is described as having 
assumed tremendous proportions | 

it was the Rumanian practice, when a town was captured, 
to separate the entire population into two groups —the “Aryans 
(Russian. Ukrainian. German, etc.) and the Jews. Then the 
Rumanian troops were given a free hand with the Jews. In one 
town, 20,000 Jews were herded in 300 houses and kept under 
guard, unable to leave or to obtain any tood No tood or! 
water was given them. The sutlerings of the Jews were so 
appalling that many of the Rumanian sentries repeatedly asked 
to have their posts changed. 


Terror in Odessa 


Ihe occupation of Odessa brought with tt a reign of terror 
aoainst the Jews who remained in the city, mostly old peopic. 
Soon after the entry ofthe Axjs troops into the city, the German 
avd Rumanian soldiers were,:as usual, given a iree hand to 


* avenge themselves against the Jews, who were accused of 
having incited the Russians to organise the ‘stubborn deience ol 
the city and of assisting the guerilla bands who continued the 
struggle in tunnels under the city. Ihe invaders assembied 


hundreds of Jews in the Moldavanka district of the city, and 
ordered them to strip and flog one another. Those who retused 
to do so were shot dead. This sadistic orgy lasted for five hours. 
Then many more Jews were arrested and submitted to all kinds 
of tortures in an effort to obtain from them imformation about 
the saboteurs and guerrilla fighters who remained in the city. 

Ihe Rumanians are now administering their share ot the 
Ukraine as the new province ot “ Transdnestria lor as long 
as Hitler permits them to. Jews are being sent here trom 
Bessarabia and Bukovina, and “ Jewish reservations are to be 
up. 

Hundreds of thousands of Jews throughout Rumania and the 
conquered provinces have been interned in torced labour camps. 
M.ny of them get no pay, and even when they are paid, it ts 
at the rate of 35 lei daily (about a halfpenny). Their food 1s 
rationed on the basis of the equivalent of one soldier's daily 
ration for eight met. No provision is made for their families 
at home. and in most cases these are absolutely destitute except 
for the limited aid the Jewish Community can give them 

And the Rumanian Government has now decreed that trom 
the end of this vear no Jew may be employed in any Rumanian 
enterprise of any kind. Since by that date there will not be a 
single Jewish enterprise in the country, the Jewish population 
is doomed to slavery and starvation. 

Rumanian Jews have been ordered to finance a Rumanian 
‘ victory parade in Bucharest to-morrow. They are also to pro- 
vide funds to reward troops who fought before Odessa and pen- 
sions for the families of those who fell. 


To Give Up Clothes and Bed-Linen 


The Jews have also been ordered to surrender clothes, boots, 
and underwear to the Army. Jews with small incomes must 
deliver up at least one shirt, one pair of pants, one pair ol 
stockings, two handkerchiefs, and one towel. Wealthier Jews, in 
addition to having their taxes increased, must deliver up bed linen, 
blankets, etc., on demand. Jews who do not possess the required 
articles must buy them. Persons failing to comply with the order 
will be liabie to imprisonment for 10 years, and to a fine of 
500,000 lei. Jewish homes in Bucharest are being used for 
the accommodation of Axis officers. The Jews were ordered to 
quit at two hours’ notice, leaving behind, in perfect order, all fix- 
tures and furniture which could be of use to the new occupiers. 

here was no compensation. 

An alleged reply by General Antonescu, the Rumanian Premier, 
to a protest by Dr. Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Union 
of Jewish Communities of Old Rumania, against anti-Jewish 
persecution, has been quoted by a number of German wireless 
Stations. 

_ Antonescu is said to have declared that the measures were 

justified by “ Jewish atrocities *’ against the Rumanians! 

ironically, the only controlling influence in the orgy of 
Jew-baiting has been that exercised by the Germans, not, of 
course, out of any desire to protect the Jews, but simple because 
they want an end to civil disorder. Thus, when the Rumanian 
Government ordered all Jews to wear the Magen David, the 

crmans put pressure on them to revoke the order, so as 
not to provoke new riots. As a result of this, two Jews in 


Bucharest who had not heard of the second order were actually 
attested for wearing the Jewish badge against instructions.

MORE GIFTED? 


Famous Scientist 


Has His Doubts 


A PLEA FOR 
JEWISH UNIQUENESS 


Professor J. B. S. Haldane delivered the annual oration to the 
London Jewish Hospital Medical Society last weck at Woburn 
Hiouse on the subject of “ Biological. and Political Aspects of 
Races." Muss Muricl Landau, F.R-CS., presided as President of 
the Society. 

Professor Haldane said the question arose whether the much 
greater trequency of very high intelicctual performance among 
Jews was due io hereditary or to greater opportunity. He did not 
think himself that that question had been answered. It would 
not tollow that because the Jews produced a greater number of 
highly-gifted individuals, their average ability was any higher. 
It might be that they were more variable. There was also un- 
doubtedly the question of greater opportunity. He thought there 


“was no doubt that the exceptionally gifted child born into a 


Jewish family had a better chance of developing his talents, at 
any rate, im the case of a boy than outside. To this matter of 
opportunity Prof. Haldane traced the numerous ‘examples of 
Jewish musical child prodigies. For such reasons he had found 
wt extremely dithcult to be sure whether to put down the 
intellectual superiority which the Jews had shown in certain 
liclds, to their innate qualities or to’ their tradition. 

He. believed that they could find genuine examples of racial 
superiority and inferiority in one ficld, and that was the field 
of immunity. If they brought negroes to live in England, they 
would tind that their mortality from tuberculosis was very much 
greater than of the English, and in England he thought they 
had got to say that the negroes were, to that extent, an inferior 
race. If, on the other hand, they sent Englishmen to the west 
coast of Africa they would find that Englishmen died far more 
than the negroes of yellow fever and certain other diseases. 

He was afraid they had to admit, therefore, than on the west 
coast of Africa the English were an inferior race. 

He thought that Jewry had the task of formally abandoning 
Some of the claims which had been made on its behalf. to 
superiority. But the abandonment of a claim to superiority did 
not necessarily mean the abandonment of national or racial 
culture. Nor did it follow that if the Jews abandoned their claim 
to racial superiority they would necessarily abandon their claim. 
when they made it, to a purer form of monotheism than. was 
found elsewhere. 

But it seemed to him—he said this, subject to anv amount of 
criticism—that if the people surrounding them relaxed the barrier 
to racial mixture as had occurred to a large extent in England 
and the United States, he very much doubted if it would be pos- 
sible to keep racial distinctness except, of course, in countries like 
Palestine or Biro-Bidjan where there was a large specifically 
Jewish community : 

if there was an innate intellectual superiority among the Jews, 
of which he was afraid he was not convinced. he would suggest

150th Anniversary 
MESSAGE FROM GENERAL DE GAULLE 


EMANCIPATION 


On the occasion of the 150th anniversary of the emancipation 
of the Jews of France the following message has been sent by 
General de Gaulle to M. René Pleven, National Commissioner 
for Co-ordination, who is at present in the United States. to 
be forwarded to the President of the World Jewish Congress, 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise: | 


* On the occasion of the 1S0th anniversary of the eman- 
cipation of the Jews of France, I beg 40 confirm the policy 
ot Free France as regards all Frenchmen. 

“ The famous decree emancipating the Jews of France. 
like the proclamation of the Rights of Man. will remain 
always in force and cannot be abrogated by the men of 
Vichy. 

“We regard as to all intents and purposes null and void 
the changes introduced into the Constitution and into the 
laws of France by the so-called -government of Vichy the 
origin and acts of which are unconstitusonal and illegal. 

* Free France, which supports everywhere where its 
authority extends both the constitution and the laws of 
the Republic, ts resolved to establish after victory equality 
both of rights and duties of all citizens in all French 
territories.” 


VICHY GHETTOES 


Ghettoes are to be established by the Vichy Government in 
unoccupied France, according to a Vichy message in the Neve 
ZVUERCHER ZeEITUNG. This action is to be taken, it is stated, in 
order to show willingness to deal with the Jewish question “ on 
German. lines.” 


FOOD DIFFICULTIES IN 
PALESTINE 


Schoolchildren Undernourished 


More than half the pupils attending Jewish schools in 
Palestine are undernourished, declared Professor Kligler 
at a conterence organised by the Vaad Leumi to combat 
the high cost of living, which was attended by Mavors and 
heads of local councils, says a Jerusalem message. 

An investigation undertaken in May, said the Professor, 
showed that fifty per cent. of the pupils at Jewish schools in 
Palestine were undernourished, and now the proportion. was 
higher. Forty per cent. of the rural Jewish population, he added, 
had a lower standard of living than that of the Arabs. IH 
there Were no improvement, he added, he feared that the 
incidence of disease might increase, 

Mr. David Hurvitz, of the Jewish Agency's Economic 
Research Institute at Tel-Aviv, demanded Government control 
of supplies hitherto uncontrolled, and also the introduction of 
ration cards similar to those im use in Britain. 

Mr. Eliezer Perlson, Vice-Mavor of Tel-Aviv, announced 
that rationing would shortly be introduced in that City, while 
Mr. Ariav, Secretary of the Jewish Farmers’ Association, said 
that rationing was already being practised in the older colonies 
and in the small settlements

merchants was urged by Mr. H. 
Haovdim: 

Mr. Perlson stated that a citizen of Tel-Aviv had written to 
Mr. Israel Rokach, the Mayor. asking him to approach Chief 
Rabbi Isaac Herzog for a ruling that those disclosing the names 
ot profiteers would not be guilty of slander.

Official Appeal for Co-operation 


Colonel G. W. Heron, Controller of Supplies has broadcast 
to the public a strong appeal for co-operation in the prevention 
of profitecring. He said that the situation regarding stocks 
of essential food Commodities was satisfactory, and that measures 
had been taken to ensure adequate supplies of raw materials 
for a large number of industries, in order, so far as was 
possible, to keep the country self-sufficient. 

Drugs and dressings for hospitals- and dispensaries were in 
good supply, he added; and new stocks were coming in. Stocks 
of chemicals for industry and for dyes were adequate, and 
regular shipments.were assured. At the same time the Pales- 
tine Government had purchased and was expecting delivery of 
large supplies of nitrogenois fertilisers as well as of coal and 
coke purchased on account of the Government and to be sold 
under supervision,

DISMISSED 


Angry Protests at East London Meeting 


Letters from the Shechita Board have been received by 
24 Shochetim and Shomerim dispensing—wholly or in part 
—with their services. The notices take effect at the end of 


1941; 17 are for full dismissal and 7 are for retention on. 


half-time. 

Following this action inst 24 of its members, the Agudath 
Hashochtim V'shomrim of London called a general meeting last 
Sunday at the Princelet Street Synagogue, Brick Lane, E. 

The Synagogue, bearing signs of the stress of war—blast has 
badly damaged a wall and windows, which are now boarded up 
—was itself the scene of agitated goings-on on Sunday, when 
the angry and aggrieved Shochetim gave vent to their feelings 
against the Shechita Board, There were considerable noise and 
confusion at first over the question of how the Aguda should 

roceed, in order to have its grievances adjusted, but the meet- 

was unanimous in its condemnation of the Board and in its 
resolve that action must be taken. 

Several speakers stressed the point that it was not just a 
question of the 24 men who were affected-by the present dis- 
missals, but that all the 120 members were in danger, and that, 
therefore, they should stand united. 

The reasons given by the Shechita Board in the letters of 
dismissal were several, but in all of them lack of sufficient 
finances was mentioned. In at least two it is stated that this 
lack is due to the Ecclesiastical Authorities having banned the 
sale of hindquarters meat. The lack of poultry is also men- 
tioned. One speaker at the meeting who said the dismissals 
largely resulted from the rulings of the Beth Din which banned 
hindquarters meat spoke of the callousness of a Rabbi when 
the possibility of dismissals had been suggested to him. He had 
answered, said the speaker, that he couldn't help that. The 
same speaker quoted instances of Jewish butchers who found, 
in the registrations in July of this year, that since the earlier 
registration the numbers of their customers had been reduced 
by half. These customers, the speaker declared, had gone to 
non-Jewish butchers, and he attributed this to the banning of 
hindquarters meat. 

Other speakers condemned the Board for making grants to 
other bodies while its own staff was not being justly treated. 

Those who have been given complete notice of dismissal are 
men with eight years’ service or less. One of them has been 
a shochet for 33 years, mostly in the provinces. The seven who 
are to perform half-weekly duties include men with long 
service—in one case 25 years—to the Board. Many of the dis- 
missed men will be wholly without means of livelihood, it was 
' declared; others will be left with the other part-time occupa- 
tions, such as teacher of religion, which they have held in 
addition to their position as Shomer or Shochet. It had been 
absolutely necessary, members asserted, to get such additional 
work in order to add to the low remuneration received from 
the Board. 

Immediate action was demanded during the meeting by many 
members. a gathering elected a Council represent- 
ing all sections of the Aguda, which is to decide on the steps 
that shall be taken. The meeting unanimously declared that 
it would stand by the decisions arrived at by the Council. 


WAR DAMAGE CLAIMS 


Poor Man’s Valuer 
N.E. LONDON OFFICE OPENED 


A branch of the Poor Man’s Valuers’ Association has been 
formed in North East London to assist poor persons in making 
their claims for the loss of furniture and other chattels, and 
damage to, or loss of, their houses by enemy action. 

This Association came into existence some months ago, when 
certain surveyors and valuers, realising the necessity of some 
Organisation to assist those unfortunate citizens who had 
suffered loss through bombing, and were unable to employ 
expert assistance, combined to give free advice to poor persons 
in compiling their claims. With the support of-the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution and the Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ 
Institute the Poor Man's Valuers’ Association came into being, 
and is now operating in many districts of London and the 
provinces. 

Captain Montague Evans, M.C., F.S.I., F.A.1., is the Chair- 
man, and Mr. John A. F. Watson, J.P., F.S.1., Hon. Secretary 
of the Central Committee, and the chief offices are at 19, 
Northampton Square, E.C.1, and any firms who are willing to 
assist on the panel are asked to communicate with the Hon. 
Secretary. 

The scheme operates through the Citizens’ Advice Bureau, and 
it is essential that those persons wishing to obtain advice on 
war damage claims go first to their nearest bureau, who will 
obtain the required information and make an appointment for 
the applicant to see the valuer. An inspection of the property 
will be made by the surveyor or valuer if this is desirable. 

The income limit is similar to that of the poor man’s lawyer, 
ic., for a single man or woman £3 10s. a week, for a married 
— £4 10s., and a slightly higher income for those with 

ildren. 

The North-East branch of the Poor Man's Valuers’ Associa- 
tion covers the Boroughs of Stepney, Hackney, Shoreditch 
Bethnal Green, and Poplar, and the panel. of experts wi 
operate from Toynbee Hall, 28, Commercial Street, E.1 (close 
to Aldgate East Metropolitan Station) at 2 to 4 p.m. each Thurs- 
day. if found necessary, the panel will arrange to sit on 
alternate days and districts, if possible at the Citizens’ Advice 
Bureaux offices. 

The branch is administered by a local committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. V. H. Francis, F.S.1., F.A.1., and the 
Hon. Secretary is Mr. G. K. Perkins, F.A.1., 10, St. Mary Axe, 
E.C.3, who would appreciate the co-operation of those firms 
in the districts covered who have not already joined the panel.

JEWISH HOME OF REST 


Still in Danger of Closing 
MORE FINANCIAL SUPPORT NEEDED 


That the danger of closing the Jewish Home of Rest still 
exists if the Community does not come forward sufficiently 

erously was stressed at the annual meeting of the 
ewish Home of Rest, which was held last week at the 
ae Shaftesbury -Avenue, W. Mr. Cecil Kahn 
presided. 

in his report for 1940, Mr. Kahn (who was elected President 
in succession to the late Mr. Moss Harris) said if only more 
members of the Jewish Community could see for themscives 
the excellent work undertaken by the Home he felt certain that 
they would soon remove the ever-present threat of having to 
close the Home's doors through lack of funds. So far, by 
using legacies as general income, instead of placing the moncy 
to endowment, and by closing 30 beds, they had managed to 
keep their doors open during 1940. Thanks to the result of Lord 
Rothschild’s appeal, they would not have to close any more 
beds this year. What happened next year would depend upon 
the Community. If 7,000 people would become annual sub- 
scribers at an average of one guinea each, the Jewish Home 
of Rest could carry on. 

Mr. Kahn, who was seconded by Mr. Harry Salmon, J.P. 
(who also proposed the adoption of the financial statement and 
balance-sheet), moved the acceptance of the annual report. 

“ As a result of the war [stated the report] the committee 
were reluctantly ge age to close the Infirmary Section of the 
Home. Indeed, at the time the entire institution seemed peril- 
ously near its close. The income for the year totalled £7,585 
and included £1,106 received from legacies, whilst the expendi- 
ture on maintenance amounted to £7,445... . . Only by closing 
the infirmary beds when we did and by utilising the funds 
available from legacies were we able to meet our liabilities. 

“ If the Home is to continue to function even with the present 
reduced complement of 36 beds, the estimated funds required 
to cover such expenditure will be £7,000 per annum. From the 
general publicity and the various reports in THE Jewish 
CHRONICLE, many of you will now be more familiar with the 
present state of the Home's finances, and too much considcra- 
tion cannot be given to this important factor. It should clearly 
be recognised that the danger of closing still exists, as present 
funds will only be sufficient to carry on our work for a few 
months. If we are to remain open more financial support must 
be forthcoming. 


Work Uninterrupted by War 


“ Notwithstanding the acrial warfare, the work of the Home 
went on uninterruptedly. The number~of patients coer 
our care and attention during 1940 totalled 127, as against 13 
during the previous year. It is, however, noteworthy to remark 
that even with thie closing of the infirmary section beds, we were 
able to admit 76 new patients during the year. Co-operation 
between this -institution and the voluntary and county council 
hospitals continued as in former years. In this way the Home 
was able to be of service to these institutions by admitting their 
patients, thereby creating much needed vacancies for acute 
cases and war casualties. 

“The committee desire to record their appreciation and 
thanks to the medical, nursing, and domestic staffs for their 
loyal and unfailing performance of their arduous dutics. 

“Even when a bomb demolished the front gates of the 
institution and only a miracle prevented further serious 
damage, they were all calm and cheerful, and, what was 
more,.kept the patients likewise. That was never an casy 
task with sick people, and was even more difficult when the 
patients could not be moved to a shelter, where the noise 
was lessened.” 

On the motion of Mr. Salmon, Mr. Cecil Kahn was re-elected 
President, and the following were also elected: Messrs. E. L. 
Franklin, J.P., H. Salmon, J.P., and Col. D. Van den Bergh, 
J.P., Vice-Presidents; Messrs. S: S. Harris and G. Salmon, 
Treasurers; Myers, Davies and Co., Hon. Auditors; and a 
committee of" 17. 

On the proposition of Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., cordial thanks 
were extended to the East London, North-West London, Ezra, 
and South Essex Aid Societies for their invaluable help. 

At the end of the meeting, Mr. Cecil Kahn paid a warm 
tribute to THe JewisH CHrRonicie, through whose instrumen- 
tality, he said, they had received a great deal more money than 
they otherwise would have done. Thanks to the splendidly written 
articles that had backed up their own publicity campaign, the 
Home had greatly benefited, and they could not be too thankful 
to the newspaper. for what it had done, and was now doing. 

Mr. Harry Salmon said that he wholeheartedly associated 
himself with these remarks.

HiTLER’S BRITISH APOLOGISTS 


The Major and the Duke 


“Cassandra,” of the Damy Mirror, has called attention 
to the activities of Major Hammond Foot, of Beaconsfield, 
Bucks., who has been circularising the Press with a docu- 
ment praising the National-Socialist “achievements” in 
Germany and attacking the anti-Hitler movement in the 
occupied countries, 

“ ts it an act of slavery for the Germans to strive for the 
purification of their Nordic blood?” asks the Major. “Can 
the Germans justly be considered enslaved when there are such 
organisations as the * People’s Wellare, * Winter Help, and 
* Strength Through Joy’ organisations, which we are now 
imitating to the best of our ability? " (Of course, as the British 
people now know, these high-sounding names merely covered 
preparations for the Nazi onslaught.) 

Major Foot finds equally admirable everything the Nazis 
have done since the outbreak of war. 

“In Eastern Europe,”’ he says, “ Germany has adjusted many 

heart-aching injustices. She arranged peacefully the return of 
the Dobruja to Bulgaria, which was a long outstanding griev- 
ance between her and Rumania.” And he explains away Hitler's 
vast catalogue of crime agdinst the millions he has enslaved by 
commenting that “a great. part of these must be written of 
on account of the guerrilla warfare carried out by an infuriated 
vanquisbed civil and sabotage.” 
‘He concludes by an appeal to examine Germany's claims 
to good faith and threatens that “ If our Parliament refuses to 
clarify these issues then on their head will fall the blood and 
destruction that must inevitably follow.” 


Associate of Jew-Baiters 


But the issuing by the Mayor of this pro-Nazi document does 
not mark the first occasion. on which he has come before the 
public. In 1939, when Hitler was preparing for the launching 
of the war, and certain elements in this country were doing 
their utmost to prevent the bringing about of the Anglo-Soviet 
alliance (finally achieved -only two years later), Major 
Foot was among their supporters. Playing Hitler's game. they 
preached that a pact with Soviet Russia would have meant war 
and must be rejected, and accused the Jews of being warmongers. 

In Trafalgar Square, on April 16, 1938, Major Foot stood 
on the plinth of the Nelson monument, while “Jock " Houston. 
one of London's most rabid Jew-baiters, was addressing a crowd, 
calling for a massacre of the Jews of East London. The meeting 
was a demonstration of a number of Fascist bodies “ against 
unrestricted immigration from Red Spain and Eastern Europe,” 
and among the societies officially represented on the “ Patriot 
Committee" which organised the demonstration were the 
Nationalist Association (Houston's organisation), the notorious 
Miuitant Christian Patriots, and the British Democratic Party. 
Posters on the plinth also advertised the Nordic League (with 
which Captain regs the detained M.P., was connected) and 
the New Pioneer (the paper run by Lord Lymington, the 
apostie of British “ blood and soil ""). Action, the B.U_F. organ, 
was widely sold among the crowd; and to give the meeting the 
proper tone a dissenting memver of the audience was beaten up. 

ouston’s words on the occasion are on‘record: this is what 
Major Foot, supporting him, must have heard him say: that he 
was willing to support any move by Hitler and Mussolini “ so 
long as it aims at smashing international Jewish finance al! over 
the globe."" Thé Jews were wanting war, Houston declared. “ If 
they make us go to war this time, if they are silly enough to 
give us handy machine-guns, bombs, and rifles, we will see we 
use the ammunition on them first. We might start at Aldgate 
Pump and work eastwards.” 

There is no indication that Major Foot expressed disapproval 
of these sentiments’ On the contrary, he was billed to speak 
at a second demonstration organised by the Nationalist Associa- 
tion in Trafalgar Square in May, 1939, to protest against the 
proposed Anglo-Soviet pact. Others billed to speak included 
A. K. Chesterton, a former member of the B.U.F. and one- 
time editor of Action; Capt. G. Pitt-Rivers (detained in 
1940); Mrs. Hugo Harper; and Dr. Vaughan Henry (detained 
in 1940), who represented the National Citizens’ Union. Major 
Foot did not, however, speak at this meeting, which was remark- 
able for the violence of ifs Jew-baiting. 

It is clear that Major Foot was, and is, an apologist for the 
Nazis. The DatLy Mirror, interviewing him last week, quotes 
him as saying: “ Hitler overran Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
Belgium, and France only to protect his country from invasion. 
If Hitler would now reiterate his promise to respect the 
sovereignty of the States which he has overrun, and withdraw 
his troops, we should negotiate for an immediate peace.” 

In an earlier document, says the Murror, Major Foot 
declared that Hitler was the most democratically-clected leader, 
and expressed the fear of making Western Europe “a breeding 
ground for militant Bolshevism.” 

_ Major Foot, it adds, is a railway engineer and has held posts 
in India, South America, Canada, and Britain. 


He “ Understands” Hitler 


Particular publicity is being earned by the Duke of Bedford, 
who has pee that he “ understands Hitler, and 
that the Fiihrer’s word should be trusted. It will be recalled 
that the Duke of Bedford was concerned (as the Marquis of 
Tavistock) in peace moves shortly after the war began. 

“I see him,” he writes in Peace News, the organ of the 
Peace Pledge Union, “ as an * untested’ man of mixed attri- 
butes whom it is neither necessary, sensible, or right to quarrel 
with until he has been tested by the one test aia to me is 
worth anything—that of wise, practical, genuine friendliness.

Ihe Arca Secretaries (writes a Jewrsu CHuronicie represénta- 
tive), spent a week at headquarters examining the methods and 
procedure adopted by the headquarters secretariat in handling 
mvestigations. enrolling members, and carrying out the policy 
of the Council for creating an understanding between Jew and 
Gentile in trade and commerce. They spent much time in 
studying the files and records at headquarters relating to the 
many cases handied since the T.A.C. was reorganised on its 
present basis 15 months ago. 

A decision was taken to embark on an immediate campaign 
to enrol traders in the Manchester, Glasgow, and Leeds areas 
into their own branch of the Council. 

l understand that preliminary steps have been taken by 
prominent business men in South Wales to call a meeting on 
November 16 for the purpose of creating an Area Council of 
the T.A.C. with Cardiff as a focal point. The initiative in this 
move has been taken largely by Mr. H. H. Roskin and Dr. 
Aron Cohen, who have for some time enthusiastically 
supported the ideals of the T.A.C. and have becn rallying 
support for some concrete measures in order that South Wales 
traders might be associated with this new movement,

The alleged object of the Fetlowship, formed in 1935 to replace 
the former Anglo-German Society, was to improve social and cul- 
tural relations betweer Britain and Nazi Germany. The late Lord 
Mount Temple resigned the presidency of the society in 1938 as a 
protest against the anti-Jewish persecutions. 


MUFTI LEAVES FOR BERLIN 


It has been announced officially in Rome this week that 
ihe ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, who recently arrived in Italy 
after once more escaping arrest by British forces in Persia, 
has left Rome for Berlin. 


MAXIMUM PRICES OF POULTRY 
Minister of Food’s New Order 


The Minister of Food has made the Pouliry (Maximum 
Prices) (No. 2) Order, 1941, which came into force on Monday. 
This Order revokes the cxisting Poultry (Maximum Prices) 
Order, 1941, and the Turkeys (Maximum Prices) Order, 1940. 
It prescribes separate maximum prices for poultry (including 

cys) sold (a) alive for slaughter, (b) rough-plucked, undrawn, 
and untrussed, (c) drawn and trussed, and (d) cooked. Maxi- 
mum prices are also prescribed for giblets sold separately. 
_—— maximum prices are applicable in the case of kasher 
poultry. 

The present basic maximum prices for rough-plucked, 
undrawn, and wuntrussed roasting chickens, boiling fowls, 
domestic ducks, and domestic geese remain unchanged under the 
new Order. In the case of turkeys, maximum producer, whole- 
sale, and retail prices are introduced which are applicable to all 
turkeys irrespective of their origin or total weight. 

Maximum retail prices for kasher poultry include the follow- 
ing: roasting chickens, boiling fowls, and domestic ducks: 
rough-plucked, undrawn, and untrussed birds, 2s. a pound; 
drawn and trussed birds (including giblets), 3s. a pound; parts 
of drawn birds, other than giblets, 3s. 34d. a pound. For 
turkeys the respective retail prices are 2s. 11}d., 4s. 4d., and 
4s. 9d., and for domestic geese, Is. 114d., 2s. ll4id., and 3s. 3d. 
a pound. 

Full particulars of the basic maximum prices, wholesale and 
retail, under the Order can be had from the Ministry of Food, 


Sales of Live Poultry for Breeding, etc. 


Among the regulations issued are the following: 

A uniform basic maximum retail price of Is. 4d. per pound 
is prescribed for all giblets, which comprise the gizzard, heart, 
liver, and neck. 

Sales of live poultry for the purpose of breeding, laying, or 
rearing remain exempt from the maximum price provisions of 
the Order, provided that the purchasers declare in writing to 
the sellers that the purchases are made for one or other of 
these purposes. From December |, 1941, however, persons 
purchasing poultry at auction sales for any of these purposes 
or for resale for such purposes, will be required to deposit 
with the auctioneer before taking delivery of the poultry a 
declaration in a prescribed form giving full details of the tran- 
saction. The auctioneer will be required ta transmit the 
declarations to the Ministry of Food, Rydal Mount, Lansdowne 
Road, Colwyn Bay, within 24 hours of receipt by him from the 
purchaser. Arrangements are being made for the close scrutiny 
of these declarations by the Ministry, and steps will be taken 
to follow up cases in which there are grounds for suspecting 
that declarations are fraudulent. Purchasers at auction sales of 
poultry who subsequently resell the birds for the purpose of 
breeding, laying, or rearing are required to keep accurate 
records of their dealings, including full particulars of the auction 
at which the poultry was purchased, and the: names and 
addresses of all persons to whont he sells poultry so purchased. 

No addition ‘may be made to the maximum price of any 
poultry calculated in accordance with the Order for killing, 
plucking, trussing, or drawing. 

From December 1, 1941, the special prices applicable to 
kasher poultry (including turkcys) may only be charged for 
such poultry if it bears at the time of sale by wholesale or 
retail a label issued by a Shechita Board or Congregation 
authorised by the Rabbinical Commission § constituted in 
accordance with the provision of the First Schedule to the 
Slaughtering of Animals Act, 1933. 

Licences are already necessary to sell poultry or turkeys by 
retail but on and after a date which will subsequently be 
notified all persons who sell poultry or turkeys by wholesale 
must be in possession of licences issued by the Ministry of 
Food. A further announcement regarding the steps to be taken 
to apply for a licence will be made at an carly date. 


THe Prime Minister has sent a special Poppy Day message 
to the British Legion. One particularly interesting feature of 
this year’s Poppy Day is that blinded ex-Service men are to 
benefit even more from the proceeds. For many years an agree- 
ment has existed between the British Legion and St. Dunstan's 
whereby the latter has been allocated £15,000 a year from the 
total. Starting this year, however, a new agreement provides 
for a minimum annual grant of £15,000, plus an additional 
sum based upon the number of young men blinded in this war.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A PLEDGE REDEEMED 


“Then she came and told the man of God. And he 
said: ‘ Go, sell the oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou and 
thy sons of the rest. ""—I1 Kings iv, 7. 


T 


HE woman who had spoken to Elisha in her hour of 
distress was a prophet’s widow. To her sense of 
bereavement, caused by the death of her husband, was 


‘ added the fear that she would lose her. children, whom her 


husband's creditors had come to “take unto him to be 
bondmen.” The widow's only possession was a pot of oil— 
the only legacy left her by the departed prophet apart from 
a burden of debt. Elisha was sure that the oil could be 
used in such a way that it could repay the debt, secure the 
liberty of the children, and provide means of maintenance 
for the mother and her offspring. The events that followed 
roved that Elisha was right. The oil which nourished the 
amp in the prophet’s home while he was alive proved 
inexhaustible after his death. As a result, the light could 
be seen burning in many homes, and the neighbours who 
lent their vessels to be filled with the precious fuel could 
have the darkness dispelled in their houses, while the pledge 
given by the prophet to his creditors could be redeemed, 
and his sons were enabled to continue the traditions of 
their parents in freedom and security. 


EGARDED in this light the story told in the first portion 

of to-morrow’s Haftara assumes a new aspect and conveys 
a significant lesson. The value of the legacy left behind 
by inspired men is seldom understood by those nearest to 
them. Measured by material standards, such a legacy may 
appear smal! and inadequate to meet the daily needs of the 
bereaved kinsmen. But experience has shown that in nearly 
every circle in which a great man has lived and worked there 
is to be found an invisible source of spiritual wealth which 
exceeds in value all material possessions, and effects more 
lasting good than bequests of gold and silver and other 
earthly ffeasures. The substance that has fed the flame 
of learning, and enabled the light of faith to shine, con- 
tinues to work, and to supply the spiritual needs of succes- 
sive generations, even in the midst of material poverty and 
physical suffering. The inspiration conveyed by the teaching 
of a great mind, the idealism fostered by a noble vision, 
the enthusiasm created by a lofty ideal, the example set 
by a fine character, may enable people to rise above the 
most depressing conditions to defy poverty and want, and 
to free themselves from the hands of cruel masters—while 
those endowed with earthly riches may lose their freedom 
and become soulless bondmen in the face of tyranny and 
arrogant aggression. The people that inherit or take over 
a spiritual treasure will easily repay the debt they owe to 
their neighbours for any material help they may have had 
to accept in times of distress, and will readily redeem the 
pledge they may have given to their secular benefactors, 
by. the light they spread, by the faith they impart, by the 
hope they awaken, by the yearning they create for the 
light of the soul, by the estimate they form of the value 
of life. 


HE truth of all this has been illustrated in the annals 
of the Jewish people throtighout the centuries, and is 
likely to be demonstrated again in our own time. In Count- 
less Jewish homes, in all the lands of the Diaspora, has 
the flame of learning and of piety been kept burning through 
many generations, in defiance of poverty and want, regard- 
less of the attitude of those outside. In the houses of 
worship and of study there seemed to be an inexhaustible 
store of sacred on that fed the “ perpetual lamp” and 
allowed the “light of the Law” to shine brightly and 
to shed its rays in all directions. Our young men escaped 
bondage and servility by nmraking full use of their heritage, 
even if it consisted only of a love of learning and a tradi- 
tional reverence for piety and virtue. By burning the 
“midnight oil ” in their homes and houses of study they 
were able not only to accumulate vast stores of knowledge 
of great spiritual value, but also to repay their Gentile hosts 
and neighbours for the occasional benefits they derived 
from secular sources of learning and worldly knowledge 
cultivated by non-Jewish sages and scholars. The ideas 
we borrowed from the people among whom we lived were 
more than counterbalanced by the contribution we made 
to their moral and spiritual progress and to the advancement 
of civilisation as a whole. In the periods of general awaken- 
ing among the European nations Jewish scholars were ready 
to “fill the vessels ” within their reach, irrespective of the 
origin or destination of these vehicles of thought and research 
and the intellectual achievements of the Renaissance, like the 
spifitual attainments of the Reformation, were largely due 
to these Jewish contributions. This is how the Jew was 
always able to redeem his pledge to those around him and 
to repay his debt to the nations, however slow or reluctant 
the Gentile world may have been in repaying the debt 
due to him, or even: in acknowledging such indebtedness. 


THAT our enemies and detractors are to-day falsifying 

these records and are treating us as mere debtors, or 
even as “ parasites,” who feed on what others have pro- 
duced, is the worst outrage that could have been perpe- 
trated against us and against historical truth. There is no 
greater and more urgent task devolving upon us than that 
of making this truth known to all who are willing to pay 
attention to it, and to demonstrate not only the indebtedness 
of the civilised nations to Jewish achievement in the past, 
but also the manner in which we have redeemed our pledge 
by the services we have rendered, and are rendering, in 


every free country, in return for the status of equality and 


full emancipation granted to us as citizens, Equally 
important is the task-of securing the spiritual freedom and 
self-respect of the young generation of Jews who receive 
their mental training im secular schools and colleges in 
civilised tountries, who may be so impressed by the 
educational benefits they receive that they run the risk of 
forgetting the cultural significance of Jewish thought and 
achievement, of lesing all sense of Jewish values, and of 
adopting a mental attitude which is akin to spiritual 
bondage. Having redeemed our pledge we must regard 
ourselves as. free to follow the light of Israel's teaching 
and to spread its lustre all over the wide world.

BALFOUR DECLARATION NOT DEAD 


Field-Marshal Smuts’s Message 


A CHALLENGE TO CHRISTIAN PEOPLES 


Field-Marshal Smuts, the South African Prime Minister, 
broadcast a message from Johannesburg on Sunday, to a 
Zionist public meeting held in New York, in honour of 
the 24th anniversary of the Balfour Declaration. 

“The Balfour Declaration is not dead,” he declared. It was 
not a mere accident, a mere eccentricity of the Great War, but in 
its large historic setting and solemn legal form was one of the 
great acts of history (he went on). To the oppressed Jews it 
opened up the fulfilment of visions which poets had embodied in 
immortal language. What had happened to that promise? What 
had become of that dream? 

Jews were brought from all the lands of Europe, waste places 


in Palestine were occupied, cleared, cleaned, and put under cul- . 


tivation. Since those promising beginnings there had been set- 
backs. Doubt and contention had once more arisen in high 
places in Palestine, though the hard and good work had gone on 
without pause 

Referring to the horror of persecution which began in Nazi 
Germany and seemed to have found a scapegoat once more in the 
Jews, Field-Marshal Smuts continued: “ The calamities. which 
have overtaken the post-war world gencrally have reached their 
climax in an anti-Semitic movement surpassing in dimensions and 
intensity anything known in history. The case for the Balfour 
Declaration has thus become overwhelmingly stronger. Instead 
of the terror of new ghettoes in the twentieth century let us carry 
out the promise and open up a National Home The case has 
become one not mercly of promises and international law but tor 
the conscience of mankind.” 

With the emergence of the prospect of a large Arab confedera- 
tion in the Middle East, a situation now seemed to be arising 
when the question of a National Home could be fitted into the 
larger setting, which was perhaps the best chance of its final 
settiement. 

Man once more 1s fighting to the death for the holy things 
of his advance against a great people that has gone into rebellion 
against those things. With those sacred things the human prob- 
lem of the Jew is peculiarly linked up. Incidentally it involves a 
definite promise on our part. We dare not fold our hands 
without insultrng the human spirit itself. One of the by-products 
~ the present world struggle was the emergence of the prospect 
of a large Arab confederation in the Middle fast Why should 
the most highly gifted of Semitic peoples be excluded from 
that fair prospect? Why should a settlement of the Jewish 
question and of the National Home not be incorporated in 
that larger scheme? The task should not be beyond the power 
of Western statesmanship and Semitic sense, good will, and 
solidarity 

“The present dreadful pass in the Jewish lot,” continyed 
the bield-Marshal, “ makes a settlement imperative Ihe Jews 
are once more the heart, the crux, the spearpoint of the whole 
human issue. Can Christian Europe and America forget the 
People of the Book who gave them the greatest Book in the 
world, the Book in which the human soul has expressed itself 
as nowhere else in the world’s literature? . . 

* The Balfour Declaration is not dead. It still stands on rock 
foundations, and the structure that will arise from it will be 
greater than the Declaration ttself.”

THE FARM CITY SCHEME 


Statement by J.N.F. Director 


The Farm City Scheme, which has been in operation for some 
time, has lately aroused considerable interest. “The first area, 
containing 280 plots, has been completely taken up. The town- 
planning has now been completed by Professor Alexander 
Kiecin, an architect of international repute. Already 120 plots 
in the second Farm City have been taken up. 

Mr. Leopold Schen, Director of the Jewish National Fund, 
has issued an authoritative statement on this project. 

“ The Jewish National Fund,” he says, “ felt that it had no 
right to tie up land in reserve for many years to come for 
individuals with means unless they made a substantial donation 
to the Jewish National Fund, sufficiently large not only to cover 
the cost of the land to the Fund so reserved, but to leave a 
substantial balance for acquiring immediately land for those 
who are already in Palestine awaiting settlement on the land. 

“ The J.N.F. has arbitrarily fixed the sum of £250 as a 
minimum donation entitling a participant to a plot of land of 
24 dunams, or multiples of £250 donation entitling him to an 
equivalent number of plots, with a maximum of four 24-dunam 
plots for any one participant. 

“The donation made bears no relation to the cost to the 
J.N.F. of the land in its present state. When the Farm City 
is developed as a _ result of the building operations by the 
participants, it stands to reason that the value of the land will 
be greatly enhanced.” 

An Association of the participants in the Farm City Scheme 
has been formed, with Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P., of Glasgow, as 
President. This is an independent body, free to act in accord- 
ance with the wishes and ideas of its members. They will co- 
operate in the building and development of the Farm City.

*A DARING CULTURAL ADVENTURE” 


The Palestine Labour School System 


Dr. Nathan Morris gave an address on “ Palestine and the 
Education of the Child " at a luncheon-meeting held at Stewart's 
Restaurant, Regent Street,, W.1, last week, under the acgis of the 
Continental department of the Keren Hayesod Committee of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine. Mr. Adler-Rudel presided. 

He believed, said Dr. Morris, that at the present time especially 
they might offer Palestine not only to themselves but to the world 
in general in all humility as evidence of the supremacy of ideals 
even in the present growingly cynical age. He could say 
not as a Jew only, but as one who was interested in educational 
problems in gencral, that education in Palestine was one of the 
most daring cultural adventures, which had hardly a parallel in 
the whole history of education. 

Whatever happened after this war, after the victory which must 
and would come, said Dr. Morris, in their cultural life and in the 
fundamental question of the training of children as useful mem- 
bers of mankind, their main problem would be how to reconcile 
freedom and _ discipline is conflict would remain for 
Democracy until it had found a solution—and that was what the 
Palestine Labour schools were attempting to do. If physical dis- 
armament was ever to take place, it would have to be based on a 
moral disarmament first of all in the school where they were 
training the citizens of the future. 

That was the type of school with which he had been faced 
for the first time. Paléstine education drew its inspiration from 
the fundamental Jewish view that inife was one and indivisible, 
that there was no real distinction between the sacred and the 
secular, that religion, whatever form it might take, could not be 
confined to certain days and to certain places, but must be made 
to penetrate every corner ol existence.

BACHAD’S NEW SETTLEMENT 
Pioneers With a Religious Inspiration 


[From our Birmingham Correspondent} 


The officiat opening of the Agricultural Settlement of the 
Bachad, Movement of Religi Pioneers for Palestine, was 
carried out last week at Avoncroft College, Bromsgrove. 

In the main hall, which was crowded to capacity, a welcome 
was extended by the Rev. Culbert de la Hay, the Rural Dean, 
who said that throughout the twenty-one years he had known the 
College, it had always been a house of hospitality, seryng the 
country and working for the welfare of the community. That 
tradition was being demonstrated in the changed conditions of 
the Coliege, which now housed a religious movement with which 
all the Christian organisations he represented had the utmost 
sympathy, and which they would be glad to co-operate with and 
support 

The Rev. Mr Wilkinson, Vicar of Stoke Prior, in seconding, 
said that he could imagine nothing more beneficial to humanit 
than the present purpose for which the College was being used. 

Chaver Arien Haendler, Chairman of the Brith Chalutzim 
Datiim, after describing the ideals of the Movement, said they 
were grateful to the Warwickshire Committee for giving them 
facilities to carry out their agricultural training in ideal conditions, 
and he also expressed thanks to Mrs. I. M. Sieff, Chairman of 
the Central Council for Jewish Refugees Agricultural Commitice, 
whose zeal in their cause was a great inspiration to them. 

Mrs. 1. M. Sieff officially declared che hostel open and said that 
a significant aspect « Zionism was Hachalutz, the Pioneer, who 
was the very heart of the Movement. Because it had its roots deep 
in a spiritual yearning for the soil, the Movement had spread to 
the more secure Jewrics of Germany and England. The rise of 
Hitler in 1935 gave a great impetus to the training of religious 
agricultural workers. The pogroms of 1938 created a critical 
position. It became imperative to bring out 1,000 of the 
Chalutzim and she paid a tribute to the Government for granting 
the permits within a week, and to the Refugee Council for finding 
the £19000 necessary At the outbreak of war the permits were 
extended to 1.500. The internment policy of the Government 
was a serious interruption in the development of their work in 
placing their youths on the farms. They were graicful to the 
Agricultura War Committee for having found such a centre as 
Avoncioft College for their orthodox group, in conditions 
supremely satisfactory 

Major Davies, Chairman of the Labour Committee of 

Worcester Wa: Agricultural Commitice, said there had been diffi- 
culties in obtaining the College, but there were no regrets now. 
Indeed, it was done not from charity, but because there was 
essential work to be cone. The. farmers had been so satisfied with 
the trainees that they were asking for more. He had not received 
a single complaint, and he was happy to be associated with a great 
social experiment, which had proved successful. 
_ Other speakers were Mr. Gregg, Secretary of the Cadbury 
Educational Trust, Mr. A. Bornstein, London, Chairman of 
Torah-Ve-Avodah, Mr. Lichenstein, a representative of Hacha- 
lutz, Chaver A. S. Ellern, Mr. E. Alec Colman, on behalf of the 
Birmingham Zionist Council, and Mr. Burnbridge, of the British 
Council for Foreign Relations. 


PALESTINE UNTIL THE OUTBREAK 
OF WAR 


‘“* Survey of International Affairs” 


By ALBERT M. HYAMSON, O.BLE. 


The Survey of International. Affairs for 1938 (edited by 
Professor Toy~bdec, and tssued under the auspices of the Royal 
Institute of International Affairs), is to be in two volumes. 
only the earlicr one of which has as yet appeared. The 
appearance of the work has necessarily been delayed by the war. 
The first volume, however, covers the whole ground except 
the story of Germany's relations with Czechoslovakia and 
the Munich Pact. The long chapter on Palestine, contributed, 
as were several of its predecessors, by Mr. H. Beeley, is of course 
the one of special imterest to Jewish readers, but there are 
in some of the other chapters stray passages that call for passing, 
if only mention 

In that on Austria the treatment of the Jews may be summed 
up in one sentence. An account .of the abominable facts 
unfortunately cannot be omitted’ from a history of an Anschluss 
that was followed by this aftermath.” The one new point, 
or more properly almust forgotten one, that comes out in this 
part of the narrative ss the efforts made by Biirckel, the Reich 
Commissioner, to control and curb to some extent the orgy 
of. bestiality and brutality that seized on the helpless. popula- 
tion of Austria as victims. Himself a Nazi and with no sympathy 
with those whom Nazism considered its enemies, he yet was 
nauseated by the actions of the instruments of Nazism that 
were, supposed to be unde: his control. The contest was appar- 
ently between Birckel, who had still some elementary sense 
of law and perhaps justice, and the Austrian traitor Seyss- 
Inquart, who was conscious of no such weakness 

The Palestine narrative covers not only the year 1938 ‘but 
continues until the wutbreak of war in September, 1939. We 
have here both a judicious summary and an interesting account 
of events in and of Palestine during the 20 months This 
covers the Partition proposals and the abortive Round-Tabie 
Conference. That volicy, Mr Beeley suggests, was believed 
by many Palestinians to be intended as a concession to Arab 
opinion. If this is so it was a signal failure The Arabs were 
more unanimously opposed to it than the Jews, and the Govern- 
ment soon learnt this However, apart from this, the diffi- 
culties in the way of partition were serious and Mr. Becley 
describes them clearly and with all the more emphasis as a 
consequence of his studied moderation. [In fact the whole 
trend of the argument, perhaps an unconscious One, is to show 
the impracticability of the policy. 

Some pages later we are given a summary of the prospects of 
the Round-Table Conference and also a valuable account of 
the conferences and negotiations that followed its failure. In 
fact the book contains very much more information on the 
subject of Palestine than is generally available. 

One illustration of this is to be found in a footnote in the 
earlier part of the narrative. Here we are given not only 
the figure of Jewish unemployment at the beginning of 1939 
but also an indication of the still more alarming one of Arab 
unemployment, neither of which is as a rule published, and also 
the conclusion drawn from these and other unfavourable 
economic symptoms that “the Arab rising might, but for the 
outbreak of war in Europe and its conseauences in Palestine, 
have disintegrated into quasi-political banditry.”

UNUSUAL TRIBUTE AT USSISHKIN’S GRAVE 
Earth From 230 Settlements 


A most impressive tribute to the memory of the late M. M. 
Ussishkin, President of the Jewish National Fund, was paid on 
Sunday, when delegates from 230 Jewish settlements, rural and 
urban, and institutions established on Jewish National Fund 
land assembled at the Cave of Nicanor to place on the grave 
of the departed Zionist leader blue-and-white bags containing 
earth from all their soils. Earth from 12 places of which the 
soil has just been redeemed, although they are not yet colonised, 
was brought by Dr. Granovsky and Mr. Joseph Weitz, of the 
Jewish National Fund. Each bag bore a metal plate inscribed 
with the name of the locality whence the earth in it had come. 


THE CITRUS CROP 


Palestine’s crop of citrus fruits for the year has reached 
6,000,000 cases, or tons, as compared with 16,000,000 
cases in the last year before the war, announced Mr, I. Rokach, 
Managing Director of the Jafla Orange Syndicate, in an address 
to a meeting of growers at Petach’Tikvah. 

Mr. Rokach added that the Syrian Government had agreed 
to import 10,000 tons, and that other Mediterranean countries, 
as well as Russia and Iraq, might place large orders. At the 
same time, manufacturers of citrus products and by-products 
expected to use 20,000 tons, or double the quantity taken last 
year. The income from the citrus marketing tax was estimated 
at £140,000, which again was double last year's figure. 

While the requirements of the Middle East Forces in the way 
of citrus fruits were as yet unknown, said Mr. Rokach, they 
were able alone to consume the entire crop. . 


LEAD ORE DISCOVERED NEAR PALESTINE 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


A lead ore, galena, that has hitherto been supplied chiefly 
from Broken Hill, Australia, was discovered some time ago in 
large quantities in an area nine kilometres square in a territory 
adjoining Palestine, and u is hoped to utilise it in sufficiently 
large quantities to be of advantage to Palestinian industry. 

K newspaper report revealed that the galena was discovered 
by a Jewish manufacturer of German origin, but now a Pales- 
tinian citizen, who was granted a concession for its exploita- 
tion by the Government of the territory concerned. 

The ore found contained 81 per cent. of lead, 17 per cent. of 
sulphur, and smaller quantities of bismuth and silver. This is 
the first instance of such mineral deposits being tound in this 
part of the world The actual discovery occurred a_ short 
time before war broke out, but it has been kept a secret 
since then. 


SYRIAN PRESIDENT’S HOPE 


In the course of an interview with a Palcor representative, 
the newly appointed President of the Syrian Republic, Sheikh 
Taj Ed Din El Hussani expressed the hope that following the 
recent changes in Syria, relations between that country and 
Palestine would be strengthened. 

A similar statement as regards the strengthening of the neigh- 
bourly ties between the two countries was made by the Syrian 
Prime Minister, Hassan Al Hakim, in the course of a press 
interview. 


JEWISH BROADCASTING STATION WANTED 


The establishment of a special Jewish short-wave broadcasting 
station in Jerusalem, able to reach, on the one hand, the United 
States, and, on the other hand, the remotest corners of Soviet

East, says a Jerusalem message.

THE LOMZA MASSACRE 


1,000 Jews Machine-Gunned 


Details of the massacre of nearly six thousand Jews in 
Lomza, Northern Poland, by S.S. men have now reached 
London. Some two months ago, the German autioritics 
announced in Warsaw that a new labour camp for Jews 
had been established near Lomza. Soon after the arrival 
of the Jews, S.S. and Gestapo men ordered 1,000 of them, 
mainly Jews from the Reich, to descend into trenches which 
had been constructed by the Russians at the beginning of 
the Soviet-German war. The Jews were then ordered to 
kneel in the trenches in rows, three abreast, and S.S. detach- 


' ments opened machine-gun fire. There were few survivors. 


Peasants were ordered to cover up the trenches so that no 
trace was left. According to latest reports, before the digging, 
the Jews were ordered to take off their shoes, which were taken 
away on lorries after the murder. One report of the execution 
states that the Jews, although many of them were apprehensive 
and felt what was coming behaved very bravely, some singing 
—— during the digging. 

German press which has now begun to report numbers of 
mass executions, justifying them by the need to “ keep order " 
in Poland, has not, said anything about this massacre. But 
Gauleiter Greiser, former President of the Danzig Senate. in 
a-speech in Torun, mentioned that punishment was “ meted 
out to some thousands of them in a place not far away recently.” 

A similar massacre, although on a smaller scale, took place 
in Rzeszow, in Southern Poland, where several hundred Jews 
were machine-gunned. 


ANTI-NAZI MARTYRS 
Yugoslavia—Czechoslovakia—Hungary 


Isaac Solomon, a well-known Yugoslav Jewish lawyer, 
has been ‘sentenced to death by a Nazi military court in 
Belgrade. He was accused of having led a Serb band of 
guerrilla fighters against the occupying German forces. A 
Jewish student and a Jewish girl have also been sentenced 
to death in Sarajevo for assisting Serb guerrilla fighters. 

Nazi organs in Yugoslavia accuse a Belgrade Jew, Moses 
Piade, of having been the principal instigator of the recent 
‘anti-Nazi revolt in Montenegro. 

Fifty persons executed in Belgrade as a reprisal for the 
Sr of a German soldier included a number of 
ews. 

Three Jews have been executed in Hungary on charges 
of sabotage. 

Two Jewish girls, Irene Popper, aged 25, and Anna 
Steiner, aged 26, have been executed in Prague on charges 
of anti-Nazi activities A Prague Jewish engineer, Emanuel 
Hellmeier, has been executed on a charge of sabotage. 


MORE FRENCH JEWS ARRESTED 
Concentration Camps at Douai 


The Nazi authorities in Paris recently raided the home of 
a Jewish dance instructor, where a large number of Jews 
and Jewesses were assembled. Although the Jews stated 
that they were there only for instruction in dancing, the 
authorities charged them with holding a secret anti-Nazi 
meeting. 120 of the male Jews, aged 18 to SO, were 
‘immediately sent to a forced labour camp. All others 
present were sent for trial. 

Another 450 “ Jews and Communists ** have been arrested 
in Northern France, largely in the Calais district, on charges 
of anti-Nazi activity. They were sent to. concentration 
camps at Douai. In the whole of occupied France Jews 
have been forbidden to change their residences without the 
permission of the Gestapo. 


DEATH IN THE SAHARA 
Vichy’s Jewish Deportees 


A Portuguese non-Jew who has arrived in Lisbon from 
French Morocco has described the appalling sufferings of 
the thousands of Jews deported from France to the Sahara 
for forced labour. 

He states that large numbers of deaths have occurred 
from starvation, thirst, epidemics, and the tremendous heat. 
Medicaments and medical attention are practically non- 
existent. The dead are buried in the sand and no monu- 
ments are erected to mark their graves. The deportees are 


forbidden to communicate with institutions tn France, — 


French North Africa, or elsewhere about their sufferings. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES FOR THE 
MURDERED HOSTAGES 


A service in memory of the executed hostages in France was 
held last Saturday at the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue 
Lauderdale Road, Maida Vale, W. The service was organise 
by the Jewish Chaplain to the Free French Forces, the Rev. 
ies Arruas. A considerable number of Free French officers 
and soldiers were included in the large attendance. 

In the course of his sermon, the Rev. David Bueno de 
Mesquita, the Minister, said:.“ We are engaged im a righteous 
struggle for freedom and justice. This struggle requires many 
victims who give their lives for the cause, and ¥~p | those 
victims are the hostages who have been murdered in France. 
Their names will live for ever th human memory among those 
who have trodden the path of glory.”

NAZIS SPEED UP EXPULSIONS 
TO POLAND 


Pogrom Warning 


Refugee nrenena in Lisbon have been inundated with 
frantic pleas for assistance in leaving Axis territory. Appar- 
ently the Jews have been terrified by warnings that unless 
they are out of Reich-admunistered territory by a certain 
date they will be deported to Poland. Worse still, it is 
even indicated that unless emigration facilities can 
arranged immediately, they will be too late, and the Jews 
remaining in the territories overrun by the Reich will be 
doomed. It is reported, for instance, that S.S. Group-Leader 
Brunner, of Vienna, has complained that the rounding up 
of Jews for expulsion to Poland was “ too slow,” and that 
he has issued a warning of the likelihood of “ another 
November 10"—the date of the savage Nazi pogrom 
in 1938. 

Another batch of several hundred Jews left Berlin last week 
for a destination “ somewhere in Poland.” Transports of Jews 
have been leaving Berlin almost daily. The police endeavoured 
to make their departure as inconspicuous as possible 

Over 5,000 Viennese Jews, including old people and invalids, 
have been deported to Poland in five transports within recent 
days, amid scenes of brutality which compare with the worst 
chapters in the history of Vienna Jewry since the Anschluss, 
says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Apparently the deportations to Poland from all over the 
Reich are being carried out under a “ quota ” system, each city 
being given a specified total (Vienna's is said to be 8,000). The 
selected victims receive a printed card giving them four days’ 
notice to appear at the collecting point, bearing with them a 
maximum of 100 Ib. of luggage and 100 marks in cash. These 
notices. created the greatest panic and depression among the 
Jews, and have resulted in a wave of suicides. In Berlin, there 
were 32 suicides in one day. 


Gestapo’s Man-Hunt 


In Vienna, targe numbers of Jews sought to escape expulsion 
by hiding themselves, and S.S. men have been conducting 
“ round-ups’ 19 the vicinity of the city. The searches were 
carried out under the direction of Group-Leader Brunner. 

As an example of Brunner’s method, it is stated that he has 
forbidden the Rothschild Hospital to admit patients who are 


- included in the deportation lists. In consequence, the hospital 


is obliged, before aiding even the victims of accidents, first 
to ascertain if they are on these lists. If they are, the hospital 
may not give them any assistance. Cases have been recorded 
of people dying im the streets or in their homes, ineligible for 
hospital treatment because they are earmarked for deportation. - 

A specific case, in regard to which the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency has received definite information, concerns an old man 
in a Comatose condition who had to be denied admission to 
the hospital, and who was subsequently carried away for trans- 
port to a concentration centre. 

ror the first transport trom Vienna, over twelve hundred 
Jews were crowded together in the Kastelletz School. An 
indelible mark was stamped on the wrist of each, branding him 
aS a depostee. lest he should escape. «After a night spent in 
open trucks, packed so tightly that they could not move. the 
prisoners were taken to the station. The sight was so pathetic 
that passers-by in the streets commented sympathetically on 
the plight of the Jews. 

Nightmare conditions prevailed in the trains, into which 
the deportees were packed -so tightly that they had to stand 
during the entire journey of several days and nights to Lodz 
(Litzmannstadt), which appears to be their reception centre. 
The oldest rolling stock was used for transport, and the trains 
were unequipped with drinking water or sanitary conveniences. 
In the conditions prevailing when the trains left Vienna. there 


can be little doubt that many of the old and infirm must have 
died on the journey. 


German Industrialists Complain 


Protests by German industrialists against the deportation of 
skilled Jewish workers, reports the Sociat DemMoxraTEN. of 
Stockholm, have resulted in many Jews being sent back from 
concentration camps to their old jobs. 

Goering and high officials of the Nazi Party are reported 
to have supported the industrialists’ moves against men imported 
from the Balkans to Germany to replace them and who. it is 
Stated, are a failure and are detrimental to the Nazi war effort 

In Czechoslovakia a warning has been issued to the public 
that Germany will not tolerate a repetition of recent pro-Jewish 
demonstrations by Czechs, who have been supplying Jews exiled 
to the Polish ghettoes with food and warm clothes for their 
journey. The Czechs have also been warned by the Nazis that 
those of them who consent to become the guardians of Jewish 
exiles’ property will be regarded as enemies of Germany and 
as saboteurs of the New Order.

U.S. Appeasers Hail Their ‘‘ Fuehrer ” 


“We cannot find a word or a line that will not be 
cheered to the echo by the gangsters of Berlin.” This is 
how the New York TiMEs sums up the speeches by ex-Coll. 
Lindbergh and Senator Wheeler at the rally of 20,000 
Isolationists in Madison Square Garden, New York, last 
week. 

The paper adds: “We cannot fully understand how an 
American citizen, richly honoured by his countrymen, lovi 
his country and its institutions, could make a carefully pre 

sh on this subject and include not even a whisper of 
reproach for Nazi perfidy, Nazi blasphemy, Nazi insolence, and 
Nazi cruelty. Mr. Lindbergh reserves his reproaches for those 
who hate these things.” 

The prevailing note at the rally, reports the Dat_y TeLecraru 
anD Mornino Post, was hysteria. As speaker followed speaker 
the note rose higher, till the appearance of Mr. Lindbergh at 
the microphone started a screaming which lasted over five 
minutes. “ The whole mass rose to their feet, women’s voices 
shrilled and racked, and an elderly man, like a stage German, 
parted his rat-trap mouth in a grim smile as he waved the Stars 
and Stripes.” 

William Hickey, who was present as representative of the 
Daity Express, comments that “it was like the old days of 
Olympia. . . . | had seen it all before, as when Mosley was at 
large. There was the carefully packed hall (many thousands 
of seats usually sold having been distributed free): there were 
fanatics, honest peace-lovers, plump, smug middle-class dupes 
and pro-Nazis all jammed together in the jamboree of flag- 
waving and blue spotlights.”’ 

When Lindbergh appeared, he reports, “adolescents and 
dames alike leaped up and down brandishing hats and flags. 
Cameramen fell over each other and off their chairs, sprawled 
over the platform. The hero raised his right hand regularly, 
as though i clockwork, in a stilted little bent-arm salute.” 

The speech of Mr. poy 6 former Ambassador to Belgium, 
seemed the most sinister of the evening, says Mr. Hickey. “ All 
its chief points echoed and paralleled precisely the chief Nazi 
propaganda lines. Like the Nazi terror films, he played up to 
the might of the German war machine rolling on invincibly.” 

The anti-Jewish issue, which split the ranks of America First 
supporters, was carefully avoided in the speeches. Lindber 
did not mention the Jews. But a Methodist. pastor, in 
the course of an extempore prayer, twice used the phrase “ This 
Christian republic,” laying heavy emphasis on the word 
Christian. Even though it was during a prayer, says Mr- 
Hickey, several in the audience clapped the allusion. 

Father Coughlin’s Jew-baiting paper, Sociat Justice, was on 
sale, “ unofficially,” all round the hall 

Fears that the holding of the mecting would result in blood- 
shed did not materialise. One reason was that the record 
number of 650 policemen, including riot squads, were on duty 
outside the hall. 


Plans are being prepared by the Committee to Defend 
América by Aiding the Allies, for mass meetings in protest 
against the Nazi reprisal murders in France. It is intended 
to hold them throughout the United States. 


The American Jewish Congress has sent, through the Soviet 
Embassy, a message to Soviet Jewry. “Do your utmost to 
defend Russia from Nazi aggression,” says the message. 
“ Behind you stand the Jewish millions throughout the world.” 
A broadcast made by a committee of American Jewish writers 
and artists in reply to the recent Moscow Jewish appeal 
declares: “ American Jewry is prepared for the greatest sacri- 
fice to aid the Soviet and the Allies to defeat the greatest enemy 
of mankind and. of the Jews.” Included in the sponsoring 
committee were Professor Einstein and Shalom Asch. 


SPANISH TRANSATLANTIC SHIPS 
BAN JEWISH PASSENGERS 


_ The Government Administrator of the Spanish shipping 
line, Compania Transatlantica, which operates the ships 
Magellanes and Marques de Comillas, acting “ under 
superior orders,” has notified steamship agencies that the 
line will not in future accept Jewish passengers. 

No reason has been given for this order, but according to 
information from Madrid it is due to impatience on the part 
of the directors at the numerous law suits that have been brought 
against the company by individual passengers alter their arrival 
in New York charging the company with negligence and breach 
of contract. These actions have involved the company in heavy 
port charges while the trials were pending. (Jew!tsH CHRONICLE 
readers will recall the gruesome accounts of conditions on board 
the “ floating concentration camp," Nave Mar, and other vessels 
transporting refugees across the Atlantic.) 

No information is availible yet as to whether the ban on 
Jews will subsequently be applied to all Spanish shipping lines. 

Efforts are being made in Lisbon to secure a revocation of 
the order, since it will create additional difficulties for refugees 
travelling to Cuba, on account of the shortage of shipping 
facilities. If it is carried into effect it may result in the loss 
by hundreds of refugees with visas for Cuba of their chance 
of leaving Europe. 

There is acute alarm among the refugees now in Spain and 


Portugal in view of the latest developments in international ~ 


affairs, including the sinking of the American sunrares Reuben 
James. Such incidents have given rise to the fear that a quick 
spread of the war may cut off their last avenue of escape and 
result in their return to the yoke of the Nazis and expulsion 
to Poland. 

Refugee organisations in Lisbon are doing their utmost to 
speed the departure of those able to leave. 

Jewish refugee aid officials declare that the number of Jewish 
refugees in Portugal is now be pe yd less than a thousand, 
as compared with an estimated 10,000 a year ago. More than 
50,000 have passed through Portugal since the fall of France 
and the residue consequently represents less than two per cent. 
of one of the greatest emigration movements in many years.

PRAGUE JEWS’ “ TIME-TABLE ”

They may go to the health insurance clinic (only one is open 
to them) between the hours of 1 and 2 p.m., and may attend 
the principal clinic only if summoned there. 

They may go to the barber's shop only from 8 a.m. to 10 a.m. 
(unless it is a barber's shop 
they may use at any time). 

Jews may go to one steam bath in Prague on Mondays, or to 
one in Kronenbad on Tuwesdays, or to one in Kar on 
Wednesdays.

FIELD-MARSHAL SMUTS'S solemn reminder to the 
human conscience of the existence of the Balfour 
Declaration and the imperious need for its fulfilment 
was eminently worthy of one who is not merely an 
eloquent political leader but a statesman of proved 
prophetic vision.

These are questions that many others must 
ask as they look back on the whittling down, bit by bit, 
of both dream and promise from their one-time place 
in the national thoughts, and notice that the more 
desperate has grown the urgency of a Jewish National 
Home the less has that plan figured on the agenda 
of national and international activities. 

The crowning anxiety of all has arisen from the 
failure of the Jewish Army project to be allowed to 
materialise. If it be true, as it undoubtedly is, that the 
Balfour Declaration stands on rock foundations, then 
one of those foundations is certainly the right of the 
Jews, prime victims of Nazi aggression, to defend them- 
selves as Jews. The refusal of a Jewish Army unques- 
tionably compromises that collective right. It is, in 
fact, in total conflict with, and sheer negation of, the 
claim to a Jewish nationhood with all that that implies. 
And, as such, it simply makes hay of the Balfour 
Declaration. The line of argument, it seems, which 
weighs with the official Zionists is that Britain victorious, 
especially having regard to the policy of her great leader 
and of the principal personalitics in the all-party 
Government, may safely be trusted to deal with the 
Jewish National Movement righteously and in accord- 
ance. with an enlightened conscience, and that it is 
neither helpful nor reasonable:to grow impatient in this 
critical hour at apparent setbacks. But this question 
of the establishment of a Jewish Army goes deep down 
to the roots of the whole claim to Jewish nationhood. 
lts frustration is inevitably the denial of equal nation- 
hood to the Jewish people. Once the right of Jews, 
as such, to fight their fight is foregone, the whole basis 
of the Balfour Declaration vanishes, and neither the 
Jewish people nor the nations will be able to wipe away 
that tragic fact. In such circumstances, to hold one’s 
peace is not only a betraying of the Jewish future but 
an act of disloyalty to British honour—that honour 
upon which rests Britain’s moral authority and all the 
mighty advantage that flows from it, not least in its 
present struggle. 

With characteristic insight Field-Marshal Smuts points 
out that “ the Jews are once more the heart, the crux, 
the spearpoint of the whole human issue.” They are 
especially so because Jews, as Jews, can only stand 
or fall by those very principles of righteousness and 
justice which are in bloody issue in the world to-day. 
They are so because the only future for Jews as Jews is 


' to recreate their soul like normal people's on their own 


soil so that they may proclaim anew and unfettered 
the message of Sinai to a wounded and bewildered 
world. Thus will Jews provide a vital, indeed indis- 
pensable, factor in thé evolution of that happier era 
for which many hearts faint With long-deferred hope. 
But Jews can only play their part as 2 people in equality 
with other peoples. Too much Jewish attention has 
centred on the necessity for Palestine to alleviate the 
misery of Jewish refugees. Urgent as this is in the 
common cause of humanitarianism, it was not as pro- 
viding a refuge, it was not as a nachtasy/, that Zionism 
conceived its mission. Its purpose was to re-establish 
the Jewish soul, for centuries artificially preserved in 
ghettoes or flung without roots amongst the nations, to 
re-establish it so that it might live and resume a normal 
growth, inspired by its tradition to pursue a course 
worthy ‘of a people ordained by God as a nation of 
priests. 

A grcat deal of weakness and uncertainty among 
Zionists at present springs from lack of clear and 
practical. views on the question of the political form 


‘which, it is hoped, the Jewish National Home will take. 


To-day, thinking men are more and more groping 
towards the ideal of Federalism amongst the nations, 
seeing in it rightly the only alternative to the anarchy 
of international relations that has obtained hitherto. 
This plan of salvation may, in one direction, involve an 
Arab Federation with which the Jewish National Home 
would co-operate. - Or, if that is unduly slow in taking 
shape; it may mean the incorporation of a Jewish Pales- 


tine in the British Commonwealth of Nations, or at 
any rate some form of. very close association between 
a Jewish Palestine and the British Empire. From many 
points of view the latter alternative presents the finest 
hope for the Jewish people and is more realisable than 
any that might spring from inclusion in an Arab union 
whose achievement must of necéssity be slow and 
difficult. For many years now attention has been 
directed in these columns to these paths of policy. 
Imagination even toys with the prospect that both 
Arab Federation and Jewish Dominion might be 
embraced in a still wider association of nations :. the 
road from anarchy to law is pursued by the peoples. 

At the moment, however, the foremost objective 
must be to revive and reconsecrate the Balfour Declara- 
tion and to remove that challenge to its spirit which the 
refusal of a Jewish Army constitutes. “Instead of 
the terror of new ghettoes in the twentieth century, 
let us carry out the promise and open up a National 
Home.” In those words the seer of South Africa has 


pointed the path of duty and illumined it with his — 


prophetic fire. 


FRANCE’S PROMISE 


A CENTURY AND “A HALF ago France proclaimed liberty, 
equality, and fraternity for her Jews, and by her example 
hastened the liberation of their coreligionists elsewhere. 
Despite such occasional sethacks as the Dreyfus madness, 
this enfranchisement continued—to the happiness of French 
Jewry and the enrichment of their Fatherland—till the 
national disaster of 1940. With the military eclipse of that 


‘great country, however, a deep shadow has stolen over its 


institutions, though not, one believes, over its soul. A self- 
created Government, in the agony of national defeat, has 
torn great rents in its glorious constitution, and Jewish 
equality has been destroyed, at the bidding of the abomin- 
able German reaction. Jews are robbed of their birthright of 
liberty, degraded and despoiled. <A great act of enfranchise- 
ment has thus been undone. All the more welcome, then, 
is the assurance just given—repeated would perhaps be 
the. more accurate word——-by General de Gaulle that, after 
victory, equality of civic privileges and responsibilities for 
all citizens will be restored in all French territories. Jews 
profoundly trust that pledge, for it is as much in accord 
with the real French spirit as the demoralising Jew-bailing 
subservience of Pétain is, a grievous affront to it. All 
information from France, occupied or unoccupied, testifies 
to the close sympathy of.the French people with General 
de Gaulle and their ever deepening hatred and disgust for 
the Hun and. his Vichy lickspittles. In nothing is this 
proclaimed more clearly than in the widespread friendliness 
to Jews amongst the people of France and the cordial 
sentiments towards their Jewish fellow-citizens, which, in a 
thousand different ways, they seek every opportunity of 
displaying. The day that sees the reversal of the humiliat- 
ing Vichy decrees will also signal the re-establishment of 
human rights elsewhere—just as the hounding of German 
Jewry signalled the general eclipse of European freedom. 
And France will be her noble and ennobling self again. 


THE GLORIOUS MAGEN DAVID 


THAT was an interesting suggestion of Dr. Judah Magnes, 
President of the Hebrew University, when he invited Jews 
all over the world to sew the Magen David’ on their 
garments as a sign of solidarity with their persecuted 
brethren in occupied Europe, “ and thus turn this badge of 
shame into a sign of brotherhood and honour.” There is 
only one objection to the idea as urged upon Jews living in 
the still free lands. It might provide a continued and un- 
merited source of painful reminder to their fellow citizens, 
who. might feel that a system conceived amongst the filth 
of Nazi mentality were being echoed, from however 
different an angle, in a clean land. In any case, the Magen 
David needs nothing further to make it a Sign of 
honour. Jewish history and the blood of our martyrs 
have long ago done that. 


A REVOLTING BLUNDER 

OWING to war-time delays, an.“ Isolationist ” announce- 
ment which appeared some weeks ago, in the form of an 
advertisement, in the AMERICAN HEBREW, has only just 
come to notice. If this advertisement, couched in almost 
hysterical terms, had been granted hospitality in some 
unimportant Jewish print, it might well have been ignored. 
But it is a different matter when it is admitted to so old, 
experienced, and respected a Jewish publication as the one 
named. The advertisement’s framers—in more senses than 
one of that term—call upon readers to “stop a 100 year 
war by keeping U.S.A. out of war.” It declares that their 
country has been betrayed by its own public officers, and 
bids them beware of “a concocted emergency,” and 


‘ admonishes them to “be patriotic” and “protest the 


tyranny at home before that abroad.” These Jewish 
citizens. are invited by the non-Jewish adverliser to 
bombard President, Senators, and Congressmen to keep 
U.S.A, out of war, and all young men who are opposed 
to war from either religious or humanitarian convictions 
are urged to register themselves as conscientious objectors. 
At the end this Isolationist advertisement lays down 
the principle that “ killing your fellowmen is contrary to 
the law of God and Man "—a principle certainly not taught 
by the Jewish Law when it is a question of defence against 
wilful and wanton aggression, such as we have been wit- 
nessing in one instance after another in Hitler’s butchery 
march and such as threatens the United States to-day. By 
the way, why don’t these neurotic old women and the 
Nazi agents who inspire them start preaching to Hitler? 


CRINGING TO THE DEVIL 


It may be objected that newspapers have no moral right 
to prevent their readers from hearing “the other “side.” 
There is no substance in this argument in the present case. 
There is no case for doing anything to help Hitler; there 
is no possible case for helping, either directly or indirectly, 
a regime which has openly and repeatedly proclaimed its 
intention of breaking every moral law, of indulging in every 
hideous crime to gain its ends, and of imposing its hellish 
will upon all mankind. Even if the advertisement had been 
accepted on misconceived grounds of “ impartiality,” then 
at least the non-lsolationist case should have at the same 
time been editorially stated. But there was not a word 
about it; which means that the case for intervention was 
not allowed to “ get a look in.” Our contemporary would, 
therefore, only have itself to blame if outsiders should see 
in this incident the trail of the Isolationrst blackmailers 
and the nasty odour of “ appeasement ’’—appeasement as 
desperately misguided when it truckles to anti-Jewish 
schemes as it. was proved when it sought in vain to pro- 
pitiate the German monster. There can be no future peace 
for Jews or Gentiles in a cowardly surrender of convictions 


- to blackmail and the-threat of force. Far better that, in 


comradeship with the great majority of their countrymen, 
Jews should speak their mind, and shame the anti-Semitic 
devil! .The plain fact, again and again enforced by events, 
is that neutrality in this war is a physical impossibility, and 
is, in fact, fighting with and for Hitler. It is a war of good 
against evil, of light against filthy darkness. it is, therefore, 
every man’s war, and most certainly a war from which no 
Jew worthy of the name can hold coldly aloof. Such acts as 
those of our contemporary in publishing the indecent 
Isolationist advertisement referred to ignore this basic and 
decisive truth. All they do is to sustain the hands which 
to-day are looting, murdering, enslaving many peoples of 
the habitable globe; and whatever.else may be the metier 
of Judaism, it is not that of acting as Satan’s cringing 
“yes-man 


A COUNCIL IN COLD STORAGE 


SOMETHING is, no doubt, to be said for the argument that 
harassing war conditions necessitate the continuance of the 
emergency powers conferred on the Hon. Officers of the 
United Synagogue at the outbreak of the war. Neverthe- 
less, there is another aspect of this matter, to which atten- 
tion was rightly directed at the recent special Council 
meeting for the consideration of the question. Any things 
that tend to diminish public interest in our institutions and 
their work are fundamentally undesirable, and the suspen- 
sion of the United Synagogue Council meetings (apart from 


informal gatherings) for more than two years cannot but. 


be regarded as one of them. Other bodies, both within 
and without the Community—one of them the Board of 
Deputies, with its many absorbing tasks—are not following 
the United Synagogue’s lead, They realise that, with atten- 
tion almost entirely focused on the war, interest in the 
corporate life of the Community must be maintained as far 
as possible. Yet, if the United Synagogue example were 
generally accepted by our institutions, the direct communal 
contacts with them would practically cease—except at 
times when appeals are broadcast, and subscriptions and 
rentals clamour for payment. . One recognises, of course, 
that meetings must notgin all interests, be held more often 
than necessary. It is a matter for commonsense compromise. 
Anything like unnecessary travel and assembly is to be 
avoided. But the administration of such a body as 
the United Synagogue must raise many points, over a 
period, which could profitably repay public discussion, As 
the matter is now left, the Council meetings,*except those 
called by the Hon. Officers or by requisition, need not 
necessarily be resumed before June of next year. It is to 
be hoped that the whole subject will be reconsidered before 
then, in the interests of this organisation itself and of the 
democratic principles in which most members of the Com- 
munity take pride. 


SANCTIONS IN REASON 


THERE is need, as has already been pointed out in these 
columns, for some clarification of the action of the Leeds 
United Hebrew Congregations in withholding Mitzvahs from 
anybody convicted of an offence against the War Regula- 
tions. In principle, the attitude of these synagogues is 
admirable and mueh called for. But clearly it must, if it 
is to be effective, be guided by a sense of proportion, which 
means, in effect, by acceptable standards of justice. It would 
not be right, for instance, if, as a correspondent alleged, a 
Cohan who oversells his quota should be compelled to with- 
draw from the “ Duchan,” while no synagogal sanctions 
are imposed on congregants guilty of more serious 
violations of regulations. It cannot be overlooked that 
many cases of breach of war-time regulations and conse- 
quent prosecutions have been the result of nothing more 
than the intricacies of the new laws and the difficulty of 
obtaining authoritative explanations and guidance. Incon- 
sistency can only bring the sanctions system into speedy and 
general disrepute and eventually lead to the reverse of the 
results sought. Any synagogue or other body ought not to 
take action against even convicted individuals unless such 
action is, in every case, endorsed by some competent and 
qualified authority such as the Chief Rabbinate. Possibly 
the United Synagogue of Great Britain, for which Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen is pleading with much conviction, would 
provide a means of ensuring that sanctions worked on just 
and reasonable lines, such as would secure that standard of 
conduct in the community worthy of a nation of priests 


and the people of God,

THE LATE MR. LASKI 


Services at Synagogue and Church —

Memorial services for the late Mr. Nathan Laski were 
held on Sunday at the Great Synagogue and St. Luke's 
Church, Cheetham, Manchester. 

The Synagogue service, oe i the Council of Manchester 
and Saiford Jews, was held on Sunday afternoon, and was. 
attended by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Manchester, 
the Mayors and Mayoresses ot Salford, Stretford and Prestwich, 
Professor Brodetsky, Mr. T. H. Hewlett, M.P., Professors of 
Manchester Univtrsity, and by representatives of many sections of 
the Jewish and public life. 

The Chief Rabbi preached the memorial address, and the 
officiating clergy were the Communal Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann, the 
Rev. M Peariman, and the Rev. H. Newman (Emeritus Chazan 
of the Manchester Great Synagogue, and a life-long friend of the 
late Mr. Laski) who. recited the El_Molé Rachamim, Kaddish 
was recited by Mr. Neville Laski, K.C. Several psalms and 
prayers were rendered by a choir of the Manchester and Salford 
Cantors’ Association. ¢ scat which the late Mr. Laski used to 
occupy was draped in black 

Dr. Hertz, in his address, said that Nathan Laski was 
endowed by nature with extraordinary common sense and marvel- 
lous intuition. His was a head full of sense, and a heart full of 
kindness; and he had a gift for friendship. Young and old, rich 
and poor, iaymen and clergy alike came to him with their difficul- 
ties, for he was a born counsellor, And Nathan Laski 
was Strong. And the foremost use he made of his strength was 
to strengthen others to help the helpless. 

The late leader, said the preacher, was among those who had 
a clear realisation of the vital place of authority in religion, and 
the need for discipline and organisation in communal life. 


Symbot of Inter-Religious Unity 


On Sunday morning hundreds of Jewish and Christian citizens 
attended the Memorial! Service to Mr. Laski at St. Luke's Church, 
where the officiating clergy were the Revs. J. G. Hunting (Rector) 
and Henry Hynes. The service included a reading b r. Neville 
J}. Laski from Isaiah, chap. 51, a solo rendering of “ O Rest in 
the Lord,” by the composer Mendelssohn (who had played on 
the organ at St. Luke’s Church 94 years ago), and “ The Last 
Post,” sounded by uniformed members of the Manchester Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade, headed by Bandmaster Morris. The collection 
was partly devoted to the Manchester Jewish Hospital of which 
Mr. Nathan Laski was President. 

The Rector said that he particularly welcomed the many Jewish 
people who were in the church that day to pay tribute, together 
with their Christian neighbours, to a great, honourable and 
lovable man, because Mr. Laski had laboured throughout his life 
for better and closer understanding between Jews and Christians. 
He had always urged that Jews and Christians should collaborate 
on things they had in common rather than emphasise any 
diffefences between them. In the very sorrow which had fallen 
upon thousands of Christian as well as Jewish citizens when his 
death was announced, Mr. Laski had broken down (for ever, he 
hoped) a wall which had kept Jews and Christians as separate 
units and had thus given the world’s enemy an opportunity to 
seize upon for his propaganda. | 

* Let the fact of this service. in which Jews and Christians have 
met as brethren, ring out to the wide world,” said the preacher. 
“Let all the peoples know that we have come together here in 
Manchester to honour a great Jew, a great Englishman, and, if I 
may be allowed to say so, a great member of this Church's parish ; 
that we Christians and Jews, believing in God as the Father and 
Creator of ali things, strive to serve God and to love our neigh- 
bours according to His eternal law, and hate and abhor any 
doctrines (such as the ‘Aryan’ myth) which would single out -~ 
particular nation or race as entitled to dominate the world. 
trust that this Service will be regarded as a symbol of the unity 
which does exist between Jew and Christian in the British Empire 
and that it may serve as a modest example to people of all 
nations and creeds who seck for closer understanding and for the 
establishment of peace, justice, and truth upon carth.”

WAILING WALL 


- First Read of Father’s Death in “ J.C.” 


The interesting picture which is here reproduced is that of a 
British soldier, a Jewish young man from London, now serving 
in the Middle East. Private Percival Kramer, R.A.P.C., standing 
by the lamp that he has lit at the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem 
in memory of his father, Mr. Solomon Kramer, who died while 
the son was sailing east in a troopship. Sires 

Private Kramer, sending the photograph to his sister, Mrs. 
C. Morgan, of Wargrave-on-Thames, Berks., explained in a 
letter that he had read of their father’s death in a copy of Tue 
Jewisn Curonicie lent to him by an officer, and on reaching 
Palestine his first action was to make his way to the Wailin 
Wall, there to offer up prayers and to light the lamp. whic 
would burn for several days 


As a fluent speaker of Hebrew, Private Kramer acts as 
battalion interpreter when in Palestine. He is so taken up 
with Eretz Yisrael that he declares it his intention to make 
his permanent home there, and he has communicated his 
enthusiasm to his family, who because of it have purchased two 
plots for settlement in the Farm City near Nathanya.

MR. SIMON GUGGENHEIM 


American Philanthropist 


The well-known United States philanthropist, Mr. Simon 
Guggenheim, died in New York on Monday at the age 
of 73. 

Mr. Guggenheim was one of seven sons of Meyer Guggen- 
heim, of Philadelphia. The family became wealthy as a result 
of mining and smelting interests. Simon became a great metal 
industrialist, and, at the same time, a great philanthropist. He 

rovided many buildings for colleges, hospitals, and other 
mstitutions, and he set up an endowment fund for Hebrew 
Union a With his wife he established, as a memorial 
to his son, the John Simon Guggenheim Memorial Foundation 
at a cost of £1,400,000, to offer opportunities for study abroad 
to scholars, scientists, and artists without distinction of race, 
creed, or sex. Mr. Gttggenheim was clected to the U S_ Senate 
in 1906 for Colorado. At the expiration of his term declined 
renomination. 


MR. JAMES SPEYER 
New York Public Worker 


Mr. James Speyer, well-known New York banker and 
public worker, died on Saturday at the age of 80. 

Mr. Speyer was born in New York City and was educated 
there and in Frankfort-on-Main, Germany. At the age of 21 
he entered the family’s banking house at Frankfort, and later 
transferred to the Parts and toutes branches, and then, in 
1885, to Speyer and Co., of New York, where he was a senior 
partner from 1899. He was associated with a large number of 
other companies. 

in 1886 Mr. Speyer was one of the founders of the University 
Settlement Association, of which he was Treasurer from 1895 
to 1910, President of the Council from 1920 to’ 1935, and Hon. 
President since. He was a founder, Trustee, and President of 
the Provident Loan Society of New York, a Vice-President of 
the Charity Organisation Society of New York, and a Director 
and Trustee of many hospitals and other charitable institutions. 
Mr. Speyer took a leading part in the movement to repeal, the 
Prohibition Amendment, and duringsthe last war took part in 
welfare activities for serving men and for war sufferers. He 
was a member of the Advisory Board of the Salvation Army, 
and gave his services to a large number of public bodies for 
the promotion of education and industry 


MRS. F. M. JOSEPH (Port Elizabeth)

its most valuable members in the death of Mrs. Fk, M. Joseph, 
at the ave of 89. She was for three years Chairman of the Port 
Elizabeth Jewish Ladies’ Association.

THE LATE MRS. ESTHER COWEN 


A memorial service for Mrs. Esther Cowen, President of the 
Brixton Synagogue Ladies’ Guild and an ardent worker for the 
Ezra Society, who died on September 28, was held at the 
Synagogue, conducted by Rabbi Swift and the Rev. M. Morris.

The eldest son and grandson of Rabbi Soltan were killed 
during a rand on Cairo, ut is learned in Jerusalem, and a second 
grandson was seriously injured. Rabbi Soltan is President of 
the Jewish Religious Court at Cairo.

THE JEWS IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Opportunities for Post-War Immigration 


Jewish Life in South America. By Rass J. X. COonen. 
Bloch, New York. 


Reviewed by Israel Cohen 


Rabbi J. X. Cohen has rendered a very great service to our 
knowledge of Jewish conditions in the various States of South 
America by this interesting and instructive volume. _ 

Originally an engineer, and now an associate of Dr. Stephen 
Wise in the Ministry of the Free Synagogue in New York, Rabbi 
Cohen joined a delegation of the Committce on Cultural 
Relations with Latin America, which made a systematic tour 
of many parts of the southern portion of the American 
continent, as expert on Jewish matters. The mission went out 
under the auspices of the State Department in Washington, and 
Rabbi Cohen was the representative of the World Jewish 
Congress and the American Jewish Congress. The author was 
able to gather a great deal of information, which should prove 
of particular value in considering what opportunities there may 
be after the war for further Jewish immigration. 

Although Jews settled in South America long before there 
was a Jewish Community in North America, the total number 
south of the Equator is only about a tenth of that in the north, 
and the great majority of the half-million Jews has settled there 


only in the present century. The largest Community ts that of - 


Argentina, which now has 360,000 Jews (that ts, as many as 
Great Britain and Ircland), of whom over one-third entered the 
country during the past twenty years. Rabbi Cohen describes 
both the communal and the economic activities of the Jews in 
this State, and shows, with all the relevant figures, that Jewish 
agricultural production in Palestine during the last two decades 
has greatly surpassed the achievements of a _ half-century’s 
farming in Argentina. 

One of the most important institutions in Buenos Aires is the 
Hevrah Kadishah, which has 25,000 paying members, and which 
has a rather novel and lucrative method of charging for burials. 
It assesses members (apart from: their payments) according to 
their wealth and to the degree of gencrosity displayed during 
their lifetime: the less a member has given in proportion to his 
means the more must his estate pay for his burial. Even $5,000 
have had to be paid for a grave, and on one occasion as much 
as $25,000. The Hevrah Kadishah, which owns and controls 
the only cemetery of a Community of 150,000, is a wealthy and 
influential body, which regularly subventions all sorts of Jewish 
institutions and organisations, in Palestine as well as at home, 
and has assets worth over £60,000 

Apart from accounts of the communal life and Zionist 
activities in Argentina Brazil, Chile, Peru, Ecuador, and 
the smaller States, Rabbi Cohen also deals with the effects of 
the influx of German refugees and the reasons for the stoppage 
of immigration by some Governments. He also has some dis- 
quieting reports about Nazi activities, which are widespread, 
and emphasises the need of energetic counteracting measures. 
His book contains many illustrations and ts altogether a valuable 
addition to our knowledge of a region of the world which will 
probably play a still more important part in Jewish life in the 
future. 


POEMS OF FRUSTRATION

This is the second book of poems to be published by a 
young Palestinian writer, whose command of Hebrew is so 
forceful that his work demands serous atiention In short 
sentences he is able to conjure up images that seem to be cast 
in bronze 

He emigrated to Palestine full of hope, but the title of these 
oems-—" murky days shows the feelings of frustration which 
ete overtaken the present generation. Spring ts still distant, 
the poet declares, his world is dark, us stars have been extin- 
guished by the-storm. His life is now passed in the twilight 
of the forest or with the sorrows of the night 

The whole series of poems reflects this hepeless mood, and 
in conclasion the poct cries from the depths to the God of his 
perplexed youth. It is a terrible commentary on the struggles 
of the founders of a Jewish Homeland. 


MODERN KNOWLEDGE CONFIRMS 
THE BIBLE 


Great Truths Which Science Supperts 


Science and the Bible. By Cuartes J. Grist, F.R.ES., 
F.R.C\S., F.Z.S. Skeffington. 7s. 6d.

“Man has attempted to explain the universe and life on a 
mathematical basis, and from that to find out what things 
actually are. Many different theories have been employed with 
this objective in view, but all have failed.’ Such ts the admis- 
sion of the author, a man well past 70 years of age, who has 
studied science nearly all his life. His hobby has been the 
study of insects, and his interest in that subject can readily 
be seen from the fact that the chapter on “ invertebrate 
animals" is the longest in the book. 

His. hobby helped the author to think in what he describes 
as the right direction. The purpose of his book is to help 
others do the same. Science has travelled far from the stage 
where it arrogantly claimed to know all and to dub this 
universe as mechanical and materialistic. Men ceased to be 
religious because they believed themselves complete masters of 
the machines their brains produced. To-day we have reached 
a new stage at which our author can confidently state that 
“science now declares that the behaviour of individual units 
in creation is not predictable, and that there must be some 
unknown power in control of events.” 

In this little book the author attempts to show that science 
and true religion both teach the same thing. True religion ts 
enshrined in the Bible, which, for him, of course, mcludes the 
New Testament Ihe author achieves his object by giving a 
brief account of the salient scientific facts of life and the 
generally accepted conclusions drawn from them. The unrverse 
is explained to us in a series of chapters which are, in fact, an 
enlargement of, and commentary on, the first chapter of 
Genesis 

One conclusion stands out. Human life is neither the cul- 
mination nor the end of creation. Beyond this eaithly life 
there must be a further cycle of existence of which we can be 
but dimly aware | 

The ordinary reader will find in this book an inspiring 
account of the origin and rise of man. The religiously-minded 
person will be fortified in his beliefs by the support given to 
them by a scientist who has taken the whole of science for his 
province 

“As mere and more knowledge has been acquired and 
scientific concepts have been abandoned, the truths contained 
in it (the Bible) have been more strongly established.”

that it was very largcly due to certain hygienic practices among 
Jews in the past 

As they knew, in the Jewish communities of Europe, scholar- 
ship was regarded as a very high profession and it was rewarded 
not merely by honours of the ordinary type. A’ rich Jew would 
be extremely proud to have a young and learned Rabbi as his 
son-in-aw. To-day, he believed that that tradition had largely 
disappeared. Too many rich Jews seemed to be more at home 
with rich Gentiles than with Jewish intellectuals 

He was aware that Jewish intellectuals had their difficulties. 
He was sharing a house with some Jewish refugees at the present 
moment and he got on extremely well with them. But they had 


all known of intellectual Jews who were a little diflicult.and who: 


were lonely and unhappy. He thought that those who believed 
in the future of the Jewish race and who had its interest at heart, 
should realise that they could do nothing better for their race 
than to see that its intellectual members, even if they were trying 
people, should get the best possible opportunity of marrying early 
and handing on their good qualities. 

“I believe.” said Prof. Haldanc, “ that all Jews should set 
their faces against theories of racial superiority, though not neces- 
sarily against theories of racial uniqueness—the theory that cach 
race may have some contribution to make to the world.”

GUARDING THE LIBERTIES OF THE SUBJECT 


In your issue of October 24 a paragraph referring to a 
question asked by me in the House of Commons was headed: 
* Solicitude for 188.s. Tender Pleas for Fascists." The para- 
graph reproduced accurately my subsequent supplementary 
questions and the Home Secretary's replies. I think»you will 
agree that this might give the impression that I am pro-Fascist 
and that my question was asked out of tenderness for these 
gentry. Mr. ‘Herbert Mor son made the same assumption, 
which I at once denied. The object of my question is very 
well conveyed by my supplementary question, which you 
printed. In my view there are a large number of internees (not 
Fascists) against whom there is less evidence of treachery than 
against the Communists who have not been interned. I hold, 
therefore, that in all fairness they should be released. As 
regards 188 generally, | agree that, very unfortunately, some 
such infringement of the liberties of the people is necessary in 
these times, but I am convinced that it ts a prime duty of private 
Members of Parliament to see that the: powers conferred by 
the Regulations are exercised sparingly and fairly. As an old 
and loyal friend of the Jews, I do not like the impression 
being given in a paper of such standing as Tue JewWsu 
Curonicte that I am pro-Fascist, and therefore anti-Jewish. 
Far from it. You have few more staunch friends in Parliament.

This is the result of an opinion given by the Attorney General 
which gives as a ground for this decision the fact that a person 
outside the United States who uses the United States mail for 
the purpose of committing an act which, if committed within 
the United paca would be a violation of a criminal statute, 
is in violation of that statute. According to the postal laws 
and regulations, matter which is mailed in violation of a 
criminal statute may be excluded from the mails.

The Royal Air Force Educational Service is asking for men 
graduates with substantia: qualifications in mathematics or 
geography.

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The Refugees 


POST-WAR TASKS 
The Refugees’ Opportunity 


The part the refugees in Britain were playing in the 
war effort, and the part they could play in world construc- 
tion after the war, were described by Professor Norman 
Bentwich at a meeting of the Association of Jewish 
Refugees at Woburn House, W.C., on Sunday (writes a 
JewtsH CHRONICLE representative). Mr. A. Shoyer presided. 

The outstanding thing in the tragedy of German Jewry, said 
Professor Bentwich, had been the solidarity of the rman 
Jewish Community within itself and the way in which it 
organised mutual help. He spoke of the spiritual conversion 
which had taken place among the German Jews, and of which 
he hoped they would be the mussionaries to communities to 
which they had gone. 

There had been a steady process of giving the refugees the 
opportunity of taking their part as fellow-workers in the war 
effort, said Professor Bentwich. He added, describing a visit 
to an Alien Pioneer Company, that many of the men felt they 
could do more useful and skilled service than at present. But most 
of them were happy to be playing their part as soldiers of free- 
dom. What was striking about the Company was its intellectual 
alertness and enthusiasm. As for the question of legal status 
he felt that this would have to be left till after the war. if 
they could get the practical absorption of .the refugees into 
English life and their treatment as loyal friends of the country, 
they could leave the question of legal status to solve 
itself, when, after the war, the whole question of nationality 
and treatment of aliens was reconsidered. 

In his reference to the future, Professor Bentwich said 
a very large pooperties of refugees . would, he believed, be 
absorbed into British life. And, expected, they would be 
welcomed at the end of the war. They were going to be faced 
all over the world with immense problems of reconstruction. 
The contribution the refugees would be able to make would 
be considerable. 


The Association of Jewish Refugees, I learn, is eager to recruit 
members, and in order to enable as many as possible to join, 
it has been decided not to fix any minimum subscription, but 
to leave it to the members themselves.

NEW RELEASE PLAN FOR INTERNEES 


A scheme to make full use for the British war effort of 
interned refugees is being arranged by the Ministry of Labour 
in collaboration with the Home Office and refugee organisa- 
tions, says the Damy SxKercu. 

Representatives “of the refugee organisations will visit intern- 
ment camps, particularly the Isle of Man, and compile lists 
of willing aliens whose services could be used to advantage. 
Local organisations in industrial centres will then approach 
firms short of specialised labour and offer suitable internees. 
If the employers agree to take certain men and women, their 
names will be sent to the Labour Ministry for approval. The 
Ministry will pass them on to the Home Office for acceptance 
or reiection. The process will take about two months to 
achieve a release 


TREATMENT OF WOUNDS 
Important Discovery Reported at Hebrew University 


A discovery which may revolutionise the treatment of wounds, 
and especially of war wounds, has been made in Jerusalem by 
scientists in the Hebrew University Cancer Research Laboratory, 
says the News Curonicie. It is an adult animal tissue extract 
which has given remarkable results in experimental cases at both 
local and military hospitals. 

Wounds which refused to heal under ordinary treatment 
responded sensationally to the application of this extract, which 
is now being used experimentally throughout military hospitals. 


TRIBUTE TO LIFEBOATMEN 


When the Cromer lifeboat put out in mountainous seas to 
rescue the crew of a steamer being pounded to pieces, the 
coxswain and some of the lifeboatmen were swept overboard; 
all were picked up, but one of them died. A tribute to the 
lifeboat crew, and especially to the one who had died, was 
broadcast last week by Hyman Rothman, the ship's carpenter. 

“ I can't forget the man who died—trying to save us.” said 
Mr. Rothman. “I want his wife to know—I want all the 
people of England to know that we will never forget how he 
gave his life to save others. Words cannot express our gratitude 
to the skipper and all the men of the lifeboat—we will never 
forget it or them.” 


WAR-TIME HOME FOR BLIND 


The latest expansion of the work of the Servers of the Blind 
League is the war-time Home at Woking, which was inspected 
last week by a gathering that included Mrs. Drexel Biddle, wife 
of the American Representative to the Allied Governments. The 
establishment of the home is due largely to the generosity of 
the British War Relief Society of the United States. Mrs. 
Biddle was welcomed by Sir Philip Henriques, K.B.E., on 
behalf of the County of Surrey. Sir Philip is a former Chair- 
man of the Surrey County Council and is Chairman. of the 
Western District Emergency Committee for Civil Defence. 


STEPNEY AFTER THE WAR 


In a paper read at Toynbee Hall recently, Mr. B. W. Stuttle, 
Borough Engineer and Surveyor of Stepney, outlined a number 
of proposals for improving housing, street, working, and other 
conditions in the Borough after the war. 

Mr. Stuttle dealt first with present conditions in the Borough, 
and, speaking of war damage, said that approximately 6,000 
houses have been demolished or are in such a condition that 
they need demolition; and 20,000 houses have been “ slightly 
damaged.” At least one-half of the housing accommodation 
in the Borough, in Mr. Stuttle’s opinion, needs demolition 
and reconstruction (there are approximately 34,000 separate 
dwellings in Stepney). Between one-half and three-quarters of 
the population have been evacuated. 

_ Among the Surveyor’s suggested improvements are the widen- 
ing of streets; (the main roads will vary between 50 feet and 
110 feet, and there will be a large traffic roundabout at 
Gardiner’s Corner); the replacement of many houses by flats 
and the erection of new cottages; and the remoyal of markets 
from streets to covered spaces. It is proposed that “a Civic 


Centre be constructed between Philpot Street and New R 
with an open space between New Road and Adler Street, 
in this Civic Centre could be housed all the principal depart- 


ments of the Council, with various portions allocated for social 
services.”

It is your 
duty to obtain and to eat the rations allotted 
to you by the authorities, When food is in 
short supply, every meal takes on specific 
importance, 

You should see to it that your meals are 
properly balanced and contain the essentials of 
diet, which is the aim of the whole rationing 
system and which is quite possible to-day. 


Then you must determine to get a maximum 
amount of fresh air, which is not rationed! 
In winter this is even more important than in 
summer-time, when in the norma! way windows 
and doors are kept open.

concerned, It has been pointed out in a report 
on the nation’s health in time of war that the 
incidénce of tuberculosis in young women 
tends to increase in such periods as we are 
going through. This is attributed partly to the 
indefensible system which still permits a woman 
to be paid less than is a man for exactly the 
same job of work. No doubt before the war is 
over, this relic of a reactionary world will have 
been abolished. As a means to ensuring that 
the future mothers of the nation § receive 
nourishment adequate to maintain their own 
health, upon which that of the future genera- 
tion depends, “ equal pay for equal work " is 
an indispensable political reform. 


Again, the report mentioned above points — 


out that there still exists the notion that among 
children of the same age boys need more 
nourishment than do girls, and in many 
families it is still the custom to train up girls 
to deprive themselves of food in favour of 
their brothers. This, of course, now operates 
to a serious degree to the detriment of the 
girls in the case of foods which are scarce or 
difficult to obtain. Another factor that some- 
times makes women go without nourishment 
essential for maintaining their health is that 
they are predominantly concerned in the pre- 
paration of food, and often arrive at the meal 
table without an appetite—tasting the various 
dishes to test their cooking or bending ¢on- 
tinuously over a hot cooking stove is very 
often sufficient to dissipate an appetite. 
Women must stop thinking in these terms. 
They must begin to understand that in them- 
selves is vested the responsibility of the future. 
Whatever be the causes for their not getting 
sufficient nourishment in war-time, it is 


to avoid stuffy rooms and to discipline your- 
self to take a definite spell of exercise in the 
open air each day. 

A point to remember in arranging your 
routine is that it is essential to breathe properly 
to be well. Practise deep breathing when you 
are out walking, and when you rise in the 
morning do breathing exercises at the open 
window for a few minutes while you are still 
in your pyjamas. If you have a busy day doing 
house-work or ih the office or factory, try 
doing a few deep-breathing exercises when you 
have finished and are changing your clothes. 
Lic down on the floor, lift your arms slowly 
aboye your head, breathing deeply in and then 
lower them again in front of you while you 
breathe out. 

Even if hot water is not plentiful enough for 
you to have as many hot baths as formerly, 
you should ensure that your skin is washed all 
over each day in order that its function of 
elimination of waste products can be properly 
maintained. Cold baths are extremely exhilar- 
ating and healthful if you can stand them, but 
although they act as an admirable tonic they 
do not replace the warm water washing which 
is necessary for health. 

Finally, remember that good health also 
depends on good _ spirits. Be cheerful; 
do your tasks with a smile, and you will 
soon find that they are far easier than you 
imagined. The forming of a determined routine 
of daily healthful habits, coupled with a philo- 
sophical outlook that refuses to’ succumb to 
either transports of unwarranted joy or the 
depths of equally uncalled-for gloom, is the 
ideal course of conduct for the non-fighting 
member of the nation at war. 


In My Garden 


SOME JOBS THAT CAN BE DONE 


NOW 


REFORE the most severe winter weather sets 
in, there’are still many jobs of clearing to 
be done. Annuals, such as autumn sun-flowers 
and daisies, should be cut down almost level 
with the ground, so as to allow the scanty rays 
of the sun to penetrate the earth all around 
them. 

Go carefully over the cabbages and similar 
plants in your kitchen garden, and remove any 
old or dead leaves. These, if left, encourage 
slugs and still take nourishment from the plants, 

It is always wisest to dig the ground from 
which carrots, beans, and potatoes have been 
taken as soon as the clearing is done. Rough- 
dig it, and spread a proportion of rooted 
weeds, etc., over the surface. Then in the 
spring, when you trench your ground, these 
rotted portions will be mixed well into the soil, 


Fertilisers 


Although fertilisers are valuable for all 
growing, they are not easy to obtain, and 
natural manure is very scarce, as far as the 
small gardener is. concerned, It is therefore 
very important to know the best uses to which 
those fertilising substances that dre available 
should be put. Many useful garden products 
can be raised with the help of. nothing more 
than the ordinary leaf mould such as can be 
secured from rotting down the old plants and 
cuttings, or by burning them in an incinerator 
and mixing the resultant ash with the soil. 

Cabbages do best without any manure at all. 
With it they tend to “ bolt ” and fail to turn in. 

An excellent fertilising agent is provided by 
the contents of your vacuum cleaner. The 
mixture of dust and the hairs from rugs and 
carpets form an agent that enriches and refines 
the soil and renders it workable. 


Remember Black-Out ! 


If you do not possess an incinerator, and 
are unable to buy one, try to get an old water 
tank, knock some holes in it, stand it on four 
bricks and you will have a convenient recept- 
acle for disposing of garden rubbish, But 
please remember when lighting fires that black- 
out must see them safely extinguished. Put 
some boards over the top of your tank when 
you ‘set fire to the rubbish in it, and then you 
can regulate the draught and make the fire 
burn in accordance with the wind. 

Never put hot ashes on the soil in which 
you hope to cultivate crops. Make one heap 


of the burnt rubbish and another one of 
the unburnt rubbish and allow both to 
stand through the winter months. Plan next 


spring's vegetable garden and use the ground in 
which you have had green vegetables for 
potatoes next year. The old potato patth 
should have been already cleared and rough 
dug. In it you can plant out now spring 
cabbages or purple or white broccoli. It is not 
necessary to manure the ground after removing 
the potatoes, The potatoes in growing in it 
react on the soil and while they make it more 
easily workable they do not remove the “ good- 
ness, as do green vegetables, 


Spring Flowers 

Flower plants are very scarce this year, partly 
because, owing to the war, gardeners every- 
where have concentrated on growing food, and 
also because last year’s exceptionally late spring 
aborted the growth of many traditional spring 
plants like wallflowers and polyanthi. If you 
can get small plants or seedlings of either of 
these varieties and have space them. make 
a show for gaicty in the spring. Plant them 
carefully after soaking them well, and do not 


ae them in on account of the danger from 
rost.

THE KARAITES 


One of the most picturesque communi- 
ties in Jerusalem, the Karaites, is dwindling 
rapidly, our JerusalefM correspondent telis 
me. There are only 12 persons left, one 
family of eight, three old women, and an 
unmarried man. Two young girls, 17 and 
19, of the sole family have now married 
outside the faith. There is very little inter- 
marriage with the Jewish community proper, 
although one case is reported from Tiberias. 
The Karaites have an ancient synagogue in 
the heart of the walled Old City where they 
practise the old rites of the Jewish faith as 
modified by the dissentient rabbis in the 
eighth century c.e. who founded the Karaite 
(or “Secessionist™) movement. There is, 
however, a large .Karaite community in 
Cairo. Intermarriage with the Egyptian 
Jewish community is similarly rare.

London stockbrokers find rather less business than they 

enjoyed in Septemoer and carly October. The war news from 
Russia is largely responsible. 
_ Markets, however, are not without a number of highly 
interesting features. The tendency at present is to specialise 
in comparatively few securities. is suggests that the average 
operator has withdrawn his support temporarily and that 
speculators are still searching for fresh grounds to explore. 

There is notable strength in British Government stocks. New 
Government loans are well supported, but business in the old 
stocks is far less brisk. 

One reason is the very welcome and big support given 
Warships Weeks held in many parts of the country. Moncy ts 
pouring into such efforts at the expense of the market in the 
older Government stocks. No one complains. It is recognised 
that finding money to finagge the war is the principal objective 


to-day. 
INDIA STOCKS FLURRY 


Sharp rises in India Government undated stocks were seen 
towards the end of last week. ‘A rumour went round that the 
stocks were to be repaid. 

India dated stocks were redeemed earlier this year. Redemp- 
tion was possible by utilising the large credit balances created 
in sterling. This money came through payment for war 
munitions supplied by India. 

Since the last stock repayment further balances have accrued. 
There may be further redemptions at a later date, but there is 
no reliable sign of any such step at the moment. India 3 per 
cent. stocks rose more than a point to about 92, and the 24 per 
cent. to about 80. The buying was almost entircly speculative, 
and in the absence of official news profit taking brought values 
from their best levels. ° 


CAM AND MOTOR 


Revenue secured by Cam and Motor Gold Mining Company 
in the year to June 30 last was much the same as twelve months 
previously. The mine working profit was £296,190 last year, 
against £296,930. 

With sundry revenue and receipts the year’s total was 
£299,272, against £299,020. After meeting expenses in London 
and Salisbury, as well as directors’ fees, there remains a balance 
of £291,793, against £291,375 the previous year.

CORRECTING SOME FACTORS WHICH LESSEN WOMEN'S FITNESS 


HE maintenance of a very high level 
of individual health is one of the essen- 
tials for the non-combatant section of a 
nation in war-time. In the Services the pre- 
servation of good health is so obvious that 
it hardly needs remarking on, but it is not 
always sufficiently impressed on those upon 
whom devolves the vital task of guarding 
the morale of the civilian part of the nation 
that they too are in duty bound, for their 
country and their cause, to keep themselves 
fighting fit. 

Especially is this important where women are 


obviously a state of affairs that is contrary to 
the fullest efficiency of the nation. It is your 
duty to obtain and to eat the rations allotted 
to you by the authorities. When food is in 
short supply, every meal takes on specific 
importance, 

You should see to it that your meals are 
properly balanced and contain the essentials of 
dict, which is the aim of the whole rationing 
system and which is quite possible to-day. 
Then you must determine to get a maximum 
amount of fresh air, which is not rationed! 
In winter this is even more important than in 
summer-time, when in the normal way windows 
and doors are kept open. Make up your mind

concerned. It has been pointed out in a report 
on the nation’s health in time of war that the 
incidence of tuberculosis in young women 
tends to increase in such periods as we are 
going through. This is attributed partly to the 
indefensible system which still permits a woman 
to be paid less than is a man for exactly the 
same job of work. No doubt before the war is 
over, this relic of a reactionary world will have 
been abolished. As a means to ensuring that 
the future mothers of the nation receive 
nourishment adequate to maintain their own 
health, upon which that of the future genera- 
tion depends, “ equal pay for equal work "is 
an indispensable political reform. 

Again, the report mentioned above points 
out that there still exists the notion that among 
children of the same age boys need more 
nourishment than do girls, and in many 
families it is still the custom to train up girls 
to deprive themscives of food in favour of 
their brothers. This, of course, now operates 
to a serious degree to the detriment of the 
girls in the case of foods which are scarce or 
difficult to obtain. Another factor that some- 
times makes women go without nourishment 
essential for maintaining their health is that 
they are Predominantly concerned in the pre- 
paration of food, and often arrive at the meal 
table without an appetite—tasting the various 
dishes to test their cooking or bending ¢on- 
tinuously over a hot cooking stove is very 
often sufficient to dissipate an appetite. 

Women must stop thinking in these terms. 
They must begin to understand that in them- 
selves is vested the responsibility of the future. 
Whatever be the causes for their not getting 
sufficient nourishment in war-time, it is 


to avoid stuffy rooms and to discipline your- 
self to take a definite spell of exercise im the 
open air each day. 

A point to remember in arranging your 
routine is that it is essential to breathe properly 
to be well. Practise deep breathing when you 
are out walking, and when you rise in the 
morning do breathing exercises at the open 
window for a few minutes while you are still 
in your pyjamas. If you have a busy day doing 
house-work or ih the office or factory, try 
doing a few deep-breathing exercises when you 
have finished and are changing your clothes. 
Lie down on the floor, lift your arms slowly 
aboye your head, breathing deeply in and then 
lower them again in front of you while you 
breathe out. 

Even if hot water is not plentiful enough for 
you to have as many hot baths as formerly, 
you should ensure that your skin is washed all 
over cach day in order that its function of 
elimination of waste products can be properly 
maintained. Cold baths are extremely exhilar- 
ating and healthful if you can stand them, but 
although they act as an admirable tonic they 
do not replace the warm water washing which 
is necessary for health, 

Finally, remember that good health also 
depends on spirits, Be cheerful; 
do your tasks with a smile, and you will 
soon find that they are far easier than you 
imagined. The forming of a determined routine 
of daily healthful habits, coupled with a philo- 
sophical outlook that refuses. to: succumb to 
cither transports of unwarranted joy or the 
depths of equally uncalled-for gloom, is the 
ideal course of conduct for the non-fighting 
member of the nation at war.

In My Garden 


SOME JOBS THAT CAN BE DONE 
NOW 


EFORE the most severe winter weather sets 

in, there“are still many jobs of clearing to 

be done. Annuals, such as autumn sun-flowers 

and daisies, should be cut down almost level 

with the ground, so as to allow the scanty rays 

of the sun to penetrate the earth all around 
them. 

Go carefully over the cabbages and similar 
plants in’ your kitchen garden, and remove any 
old or dead leaves. These, if left, encourage 
slugs and still take nourishment from the plants. 

It is always wisest to dig the ground from 
which carrots, beans, and potatoes have been 
taken as soon as the clearing is done. Rough- 
dig it, and spread a proportion of rooted 
weeds, etc., over the surface. Then in the 
spring, when you trench your ground, these 
rotted portions will be mixed well into the soil. 


Fertilisers 


Although fertilisers are valuable for all 
growing, they are not casy to obtain, and 
natural manure is very scarce, as far as the 
small gardener is concerned, It is therefore 
very important to know the best uses to which 
those fertilising substances that are available 
should be put. Many useful garden products 
can be raised with the help of nothing more 
than the ordinary leaf mould such as can be 
secured from rotting down the old plants and 
cuttings, or by burning them in an incinerator 
and mixing the resultant ash with the soil. 

Cabbages do best without any manure at all. 
With it they tend to “ bolt ’’ and fai to turn in, 

An excellent fertilising agent is provided by 
the contents of your vacuum cleaner. The 
mixture of dust and the hairs from rugs and 
carpets form an agent that enriches and refines 
the soil and renders it workable. 


Remember Black-Out ! 


If you do not possess an incinerator, and 
are unabie to buy one, try to get an old water 
tank, knock some holes in it, stand a on four 
bricks and you will have a convenient recept- 
acle for disposing of garden rubbish, But 
please remember when lighting fires that’ black- 
out must see them safely extinguished. Put 
some boards over the top of your tank when 
you set fire to the rubbish in it, and then you 
can regulate the draught and make the fire 
biirn im accordance with the wind. 

Never put hot ashes on the soil in which 
you hope to cultivate crops. Make one heap 
of the burnt rubbish and arother one of 
the unburnt rubbish and allow both to 
stand through the winter months. Plan next 


spring's vegetable garden and use the ground in : 


which you have had green vegetables for 
potatoes mext year. The old potato patth 
should have been already cleared and rough 
dug. In it you can plant out now spring 
cabbages or purple or white broccoli, It is not 
necessary to manure the ground after removing 
the potatoes, The potatoes in growing in it 
react on the soil and while they make # more 
easily workable they do not remove the “ good- 
ness, as do green vegetables. 


Spring Flowers 

Flower plants are very scarce this year, partly 
because, Owing to the war, gardeners every- 
where have concentrated on growing food, and 
also because last year’s exceptionally late spring 
aborted the growth of many traditional spring 
plants like wallflowers and polyanthi. If you 
can get small plants or seedlings of either of 
these varieties and have space for them, make 
a show for gaiety in the spring. Plant them 
carefully after soaking them well, and do not 
bon them in. on account of the danger from 
rost.

THE KARAITES 


One of the most picturesque communi- 
ties in Jerusalem, the Karaites, is dwindling 
rapidly, our Jerusalefn correspondent tells 
me. There are only 12 persons left, one 
family of eight, three old women, and an 
unmarried man. Two young girls, 17 and 
19, of the sole family have now married 
outside the faith. There is very little inter- 
marriage with the Jewish community proper, 
although one case is reported from Tiberias. 
The Karaites have an ancient synagogue in 
the heart of the walled Old City where they 
practise the old rites of the Jewish faith as 
modified by the dissentient rabbis in the 
eighth century c.e. who founded the Karaite 
(or “ Secessionist"’) movement. There is, 
however, a large .Karaite community in 
Cairo. Intermarriage with the Egyptian 
Jewish community is similarly rare.

Investments and Securities 


London stockbrokers find rather less business than they 
enjoyed in Septemoer and carly October. The war news from 
Russia is largely responsible. 

Markets, however, are not without a number of highly 
interesting features. The tendency at present is to specialise 
in comparatively few securities. is suggests that the average 
operator has withdrawn his support temporarily and that 
speculators are still searching for fresh grounds to explore. 

There is notable strength in British Government stocks. New 
Government loans are well supported, but business in the old 
stocks is far less brisk. 

One reason is the very welcome and big support given 
Warships Weeks held in many parts of the country. Money ts 
pouring into such efforts at the expense of the market in the 
older Government stocks. No one complains. It is recognised 
that finding money to finagge the war is the principal objective 


to-day. 
INDIA STOCKS FLURRY 


Sharp rises in India Government undated stocks were seen 
towards the end of last week. A rumour went round that the 
stocks were to be repaid. 

India dated stocks were redeemed earlier this year. Redemp- 
tion’ was possible by utilising the large credit balances created 
in sterling. This money came through payment for war 
munitions supplied by India. 

Since the last stock repayment further balances have accrued. 
There may be further redemptions at a later date, but there is 
no reliable sign of any such step at the moment. India 3 per 
cent. stocks rose more than a point to about 92, and the 24 per 
cent, to about 80. The buying was almost entirely speculative, 
and in the absence of official news we taking brought values 
from their best levels. 


CAM AND MOTOR 


Revenue secured by Cam and Motor Gold Mining Company 
in the year to June 30 last was much the same as twelve months 
previously. The mine working profit was £296,190 last year, 
against £296,930. 

With sundry revenue and receipts the year’s total was

Ships With Wings is a worthy successor to Ealing Studios’ 
“Convoy.” Although there ts a slow start, concerned with a 
couple of romances which have litile to do with the pilot, the 
story then takes us to the Mediterranean aboard a lamous 
aircraft-carrier, named the “Invincible ™ for the purposes of 
this film. where the intricate equipment of the ship is revealed 
and bombing and torpedoing at the Italian base of Panteria ts 
carried out with absolute realism. The carrier herself ts bit on 
the runway, and there are some thrilling moments when her 
aircraft have to land and take off over the blazing gash. 

John Clements makes a handsome and dashing hero, Leslie 
Banks is his gentlemanly sclf as a Vice-Admiral, and Edward 
Chapman gives a neat portrayal of the Greck owner Ol. a one- 
‘plane air line. But the real hero and heroine ts the aircralt- 
carrier, Roy Kellino, the cameraman who spent several months 
aboard her, Sergei Nolbandov, the director, and Michael Balcon, 
the producer, all deserve the heartiest congratulations on a 
stirring picture and a valuable piece of .propaganda for the 
Fleet Air Arm.
